Park Service Chief

WASHINGTON, May 18—The 


~ National Park Service has de- 


cided to go ahead with the 
Saarinen plan for development 
of. the Jefferson National Ex- 
pansion Memorial in St. Louis, 
Director Conrad L. Wirth told 


the Post-Dispatch today. 

This calls for construction of 
a tunnel to hide the railroad 
tracks on the levee, and erec- 
tion of the 590-foot arch which 
has been a controversial fea- 
ture of the official design. 

The Park Service intends to 
draw up “a definite program of 
construction” by mid-June and 
present it to Congress, Wirth 
declared. 

Five sets of tracks, two ele- 
vated and three at ground level, 
now skirt the memorial tract 
on the Mississippi riverfront. 
Asked what the Park ce 
would do if the railroads refuse 
to share the cost of relocating 
the tracks, Wirth said: 

“We will cross that bridge 
when we come to it.” But he 
added that he was confident 
the railroads would “go along” 
with the plans when they are 
submitted. 

The Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis owns the 
elevated. rails and leases a 
third track from the city. _The 
Missouri Pacific Railroad owns 


Armstrong Chinn, president 
of the Terminal, declined to 
comment en Wirth’s announce- 
ment, explaining that he 
wanted to get the full state- 
ment *of the National Part 
Service plans and study it first. 

Russell L. Dearmont, newly 
elected president of the Mis- 
souri Pacifie also de- 
clined to comment in 


but said, “After all, the Mis- 
souri Pa the Terminal and 
the other are part of 


St. Louis, and will be glad to 
give consideration to these 
plans.” 

Wirth said he was committed 
to complete concealment of the 
tracks, which memorial spon- 
sors regard as unsiglitly and 
out of keeping with the proj- 
ect. Congress autho a start 
on the long-delayed memorial 
in 1954, but work has been held 
up by the question of what to 
do about the tracks. 

The prize-winning design of 
Eero Saarinen, Broomfield Hills, 
Mich., architect, calls for relo- 
cation of the tracks in a 3000- 
foot tunnel. This has been ac- 
cepted as the official plan for 
the memorial by the United 
States Territorial Expansion 
Commission. 

A recent report by a Chicago 
firm of consulting engineers 
recommended going ahead 
with the memorial, leaving the 
tracks where they are, at least 
for the present. 

‘Time to Ge Ahead.’ 

In announcing the decision 
to follow the Saarinen plan, 
Wirth said: “It is time to stop 
talking in generalities and go 
ahead with a definite order of 
procedure, definite cost esti- 
mates and a definite schedule.” 

In this connection, the Park 
Service now has under way 
“studies of our own” which will 
oye to formulation of a step- 

y-step construction program, 
he added. f 

Wirth Said the Park Service 
studies, when completed, would 
be presented to officials of the 
City of St. Louis, the Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial 
Association, the United States 
Territorial Expansion Commis- 
sion and the railroads for ap- 


proval.

HUSBAND SHOTS

18 - Year - Old Mother

Mrs. Leonard Hadley was 
shot to death in Lemay yester- 
day afternoon by her estranged 
husband, who took his own life, 
apparently with the same weap- 
on, less than an hour later, St.

Mrs. Patsy Hadley, who had 
been living with her parents for 
about two months, had encount- 
ered her husband in the park- 
ing lot of a supermarket in Le- 
may when she went to shop 
with a sister-in-law, Mrs. Myra 
Tosie, it was reported. 

Hadley, who relatives said 
had been annoying his wife 
during the estrangement, talked 
with her at the market and 
asked to see their infant son, 
Mark Allen. The child was 
with his mother. 

When Mrs. Hadley rebuffed 
her husband, he took out a re- 
volver and showed it to her, 
saying, “You know, I could kill 
you,” police were told. Mrs.

Hadley then went to the left 
side of the car and fired one 
or more additional shots at his 
wife, over the head of their son. 
He immediately drove away.

The first series of 54 Tangle

Tanks,. Guns Rumble 


Over Downtown 
Streets — Crowd 
Smaller Than Usual. 


Some 6000 soldiers, sailors, 
marines, airmen and coast 
guardsmen, with about 80 pieces 
of fighting equipment, includ- 
ing tanks and heavy guns, 
marched in a colorful parade 
downtown yesterday, climaxing 
the annual observance of Armed 
Forces . 

Crowds of spectators that 
lined the parade route were 
somewhat smaller than in pre- 
vious years because of threat- 
ening weather. There were few- 
‘er balloon peddlers and peanut 
vendors, apparently frightened 
es by showers and cloudy

Showers fell intermittently 
most of the morning and just 
before the parade was to start 
at 1:30 p.m. from Twelfth bou- 
levard and Washington avenue. 
Then it stopped raining and the 
sun broke through the clouds in 
places glistening on the rain- 
spotted helmets of the troops. 

Line of March. 


The line of march followed 
the customary parade route— 
east on Washington to Sixth 
street, south to Locust street, 
west to Twelfth, south to Chest- 
nut street, passing the review- 
ing stand at Soldiers’ Memorial 
and disbanding at Fifteenth 
street and Chestnut. 

The Black Knights, a drum 
and bugle corps of Belleville 
which has three times won na- 
tional championships in Amvet 
contests, led the parade, march- 
ing briskly and in perfect 
unison. A minor crisis was 
averted when a spectator at the 
starting point found a rubber 
band and gave it to one of the 
youthful Black Knights whose 
chromium plated bugle had a 
sticking valve.

CINCINNATI, O., May 18— 
Considerable midwestern “grass 
roots” opposition to President 
Eisenhower's big budget and 
several other of his major legis- 
lative proposals was reported 
here today at the conclusion of 
a three-day G.O.P. regional con- 
ference, 
Party leaders from seven 
states, including Missouri, 
voiced strong objections to the 
President's foreign aid program 
and to his proposal for federal 
aid to education, as well as to 
his $71,800,000,000 spending 
program for the next fiscal 
year. 
Although the President had 
his partisan defenders at the 
conference, it was clear that 
controlling conservative Repub- 
lican elements in this area took 
a dim view of Mr. Eisenhower's 
“modern Republicanism,” which 
they interpreted as a continua- 
tion of “New Deal” big spend- 
ing and big Government tend- 
encies. 
Spending Primary Concern. 
Meade Alcorn, chairman of 
the Republican National Com- 
mittee, who had defended the 
Administration's. budget at a 
press conference Thursday, 
conceded that state party lead- 
ers at the conference were pri- 
marily concerned with the prob- 
lem of federal spending, and 
that a majority thought the 
budget should be cut. 

Summarizing the results of 
the three-day meeting, Alcorn 
said the state leaders reported 
that people generally through- 
out the Midwest are “unhappy 
about the size of government 
spending,” and are opposed to 
expanding federal grants to 
states. 

The national chairman ex- 
pressed the opinion that the 
concern over Mr. Eisenhower's 
budget was “symptomatic of 
deeper and more important 
problems.” 

He said he felt that Republi- 
cans are worried about the 
budget because primarily they 
want the federal government to 
become smaller and not bigger. 
They want some governmental 
functions returned to the states, 
and they are strongly opposed 
to further centralization of pow- 
ers in Washington, he added. 

Opposition to Foreign Aid. 

A majority of the state lead- 
ers also expressed opposition to 
continuation of large-scale for- 
eign aid and federal aid for 
school construction, although 
Mr. Eisenhower put in a plug 
for these programs in his tele- 
phoned address to the confer- 
ence yesterday. 

Alcorn said the foreign aid 
program provoked considerable 
discussion in the closed con- 
ference sessions. Many of the 
state party leaders, he said, 
questioned the “scope and size” 
of the program. He added that 
it was felt that the public gen- 
erally does not fully understand 
the foreign aid programs. There 
also was “general opposition” 
at the conference to the Presi- 
dent’s school construction aid 
proposal. Alcorn said all the 
‘states voiced objections to this 
program, with the exception of 
Michigan.

Calls Choice ‘Foolish.’ 

“An election in August when 
many pepole are out of the 
city and it’s too hot to leave 
the house anyway, would be 
foolish,” said Mrs. Conrad 
Sommers, who was vice chair- 
man of the Board of Free- 
holders. “The only people who 
would benefit from an August 
election would be the incum- 
bents. Those interested in the 
future of the city know that 
an October election would give 
more voters an opportunity to 
express themselves than would 
one in August.” 


Frederick E. Busse, who was 


a member of the freeholders, 
said the only reason for an 
election any time in August 
would be that some aldermen 
feel “the charter might be more 
easily defeated.” 

“It is difficult for anyone

NEAR-COLLISIONS 
IN AIR 6 TIMES 
HERE IN 4 MONTHS

WASHINGTON, May 18—Six 
near-collisions of planes in the 
St. Louis area were reported in 
the last four months of 1956, a 
speech inserted tn the Congres- 
sional Record by Representa- 
tive Harry G. Haskel] Jr. (Rep.), 
Delaware, disclosed today. 

This was the seventh largest 
number of near-collisions re- 
ported from the 11 largest pop- 
ulation centers in the country 
in the period covered. There

Haskell said he obtained the 
figures from the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board after asking for a 
breakdown of the 452 incidents 
of this nature reported for the 
entire United States in the four 
months, The agency was unable 
to pinpoint 83 incidents.

The Teamsters executive 
board has challenged the Coun- 
cil’s authority to act against 
Beck. At a meeting in Galves- 
ton, Tex., last month it asserted 
the council was “without author- 
ity” either to suspend him or 
to char against him. 

The board named 
a committee to discuss Beck’s 
temporary suspension with AFL- 
CIO President George Meany. 
But Meany rejected the chal- 
lenge of the executive council's 
authority, refused to discuss the | 
supension, and ordered that 
Monday’s hearing proceed as 
scheduled. 

He did confer last week with 
a committee of Teamster vice 
presidents but they discussed 
“general union problems.” 

The Senate rackets committee 
indicated today that it is 
through trying to question Beck 
but that its future investiga- 
tions still will involve the 
Teamster president. 

Committee counsel Robert F. 
Kennedy told reporters the 
group may be ready about June 
15 to dig deeper into the affairs 
of Nathan Shefferman. Shef- 
ferman is a Chicago labor rela- 
tions consultant for 300-odd 
business firms (including some 
of the largest department stores 
in the country) and a friend of 
Beck's. 

Previous testimony by Shef- 
férman himself and other wit- 
nesses has linked him with at 
least four deals with Beck. 

Kennedy said the future in- 
quiry into Shefferman’s activi- 
ties “will probably involve 
Beck” but will also touch on 
“at least a couple of other 
unions” desides the Teamsters.

Ellender (Dem.) of Louisiana 
said Mr. Eisenhower had tried 
to “frighten” the people by 
using “time-worn arguments” 
that spending reductions would 
threaten national security. 


In another recorded radio 
program, Ellender said he 
thought both foreign aid and 
military items in the budget 
can be shaved without weaken- 
ing the nation’s defenses. He 
said that by utilizing unobli- 
gated funds voted by previous 
Congresses defense money re- 
quests could be cut from two 
to four billion dollars. 

“The budget can and must be 
reduced, and despite the Presi- 
dent’s demands, it will be,” 
Ellender said.

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SENATOR SEEKS 
10 END SUBSIDY 
FOR MINERALS 


WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP) 
Senator John J. Williams 
(Rep.), Delaware, said today he 
would try again to block a $30,- 
000,000 minerals subsidy fund 
—one of the economy cuts of 
the current congressional ses- 
sion that refuses to stay stuck. 

Williams will get his chance 
Monday when a_ $142,000,000 
supplemental appropriation bill 
comes up for Senate debate. 
The Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee inserted the $30,000,000 
in this bill at the request of 
western Senators, laying the 
groundwork for another battle 
with the House over the issue. 

Williams told a reporter he 
hoped to eliminate the $30,000,- 
000 before the bill ever gets 
back to the House, but he would 
not predict victory. He made 
a similar effort on an earlier 
‘supplemental bill in February, 
but the Senate voted 64 to 17 
to keep the funds in that bill. 

“I think I'll do better this 
time,” Williams said. “There's 
been quite a pickup in economy 
sentiment since February.” 

Despite the big Senate vote, 
the body was forced to yield in 
the earlier dispute with the 
House and drop the item. 

No Justification.

No Impact on Spending. 

But the budget showed that 
only $4,000,000 of the $94,500,- 
000 was to be spent in fiscal 
1958. The reason for this is 
that the construction time for 
the vessels would be longer 
than one year. Thus this cut 
has practically no impact on 
spending in the year ahead. 

In the same bill, both House 
and Senate shaved $20,000,000 
off the $120,000,000 asked for 
ship operating subsidies. But 
these subsidies are a fixed, con- 
tractual obligation of the Gov- 
ernment, and must be met some 
time even if they are delayed. 

The Treasury-Post Office bill, 
the only fiscal 1958 bill so far 
sent to the White House, was 
trimmed $80,000,000. 

But this is an instance where 
original savings may well be 
wiped out in later supplements. 

Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield has said he must 
have not only the $58,000,000 
for his department cut out of 
this bill, but also $70,000,000 
to $90,000,000 more, beyond the 
original budget figures.

tions, with a special focus on 
American foreign affairs.” 

Robert E. Bowie, now assis- 
tant secretary of state for policy 
planning, will return to Harvard 
as professor of international af- 
fairs and director of the center 
which will begin next fall. 

The center will conduct re- 
search in basic problems of 
world politics and give ad- 
vanced training for men plan- 
ning careers concerned with 
foreign affairs. 

The university explained its 
intensive area studies—in the 
Russian Research Center, the

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., May 18 
~—Senator J. William Fulbright 
Warned today that “a misinter- 
pretation of the Jeffersonian 
theme of equality” was hamper- 
ing the development of “quality | 
education” processes vital to 
national welfare. :

—Pope Pius XII gave a cardi- 
nal’s red hat to Poland’s Ro- 
man Catholic primate and then, 
in pointed reaffirmation of the 
church’s opposition to Commu- 
nism, hailed a Polish martyr 
killed* 300 years ago by Cos- 
sacks, 

The Pontiff's related double 
action was considered signifi- 
cant by Vatican sources. 

His first action completed a 
procedure delayed more than 
four years by Poland’s Commu- 
nist regime, which confined 
Cardinal Stefan Wyszynski until 
a few months ago. The second, 
a dramatically timed encyclical 
to bishops of the church, called 
upon all Catholics, e ially 
those in Poland, to follow the 
heroic example of St. Andrew 
Bobola, a Jesuit priest who was 
tortured to death. 

No Easing of Opposition. 

Vatican sources saw in the 
Pope’s encyclical a clear answer 
to speculation that the church 
might ease its attitude of oppo- 
sition to Communist talk of “‘co- 
existence” — intensified since 
Cardinal Wyszynski’s visit to 
Rome. 

The brief ceremony at which 
the cardinal was given his red 
hat and ring in a Roman basili- 
ca was austere. No other car- 
dinal was present. It lasted 
only about 15 minutes. Later, 
in the Polish national church of 
St. Stanislaus, Rome’s Polish 
colony and cardinals in Rome 
quietly congratulated the Polish 
primate. 

The Pope’s encyclical letter 
was dated May 16, anniversary 


Bobola, but was made public 
today in an apparent reminder 
of the continuous situation of 
the chureh in Communist-ruled 
countries, despite recent appar- 
ent improvements in Poland.

not worthy of the age.” 

Calls for Prayers. 


The Pope urged that world- 
wide prayers be offered for 
those encountering difficulty in 
observance of their religion, es- 
pecially priests.

Senior military staff officers 
of countries with interests in 
Africa south of the Sahara des- 
ert already are conferring to in- 
sure joint planning and co-op- 
eration. 

Powers Concerned. 

The powers concerned are 
Britain, France, Belgium, Por- 
tugal, South Africa and the 
Central African Federation. 
South Africa wants the group to 
join in a regional defense ar- 
rangement that could be linked 
with the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. 

Kenya extends inland from 
the Indian ocean to Lake Vic- 
toria. Coffee, corn and cotton 
are the colony’s principal prod- 
ucts. 

From 1952 to 1950 it was

WASHINGTON, May 18 (UP) 
~The National Rivers and Har- 
bors Congress recommended to- 
day that 14 waterways projects 
costing an estimated $354,467,- 
000 be completed immediately. 

The forty-fourth annual con- 
vention of the quasi-official or- 
ganization also approved a rec- 
ommendation of its projects 
committee that five other proj- 
ects are sufficiently meritorious 
to warrant further considera- 
tion and may be indorsed next 
year. 

Representative Overton Brooks 
(Dem.), Louisiana, president of 
the Congress, told delegates 
that many persons who were 
“prain-washed” ‘into believing 
rivers and harbors projects were 
“pork barrel” undertaking now 
are convinced of their neces- 
sity. 

He said in reporting on ac- 
complishments in the last year, 
“Within our lifetime, it has 
taken about a half dozen major 
catastrophes to bring those 
who were brainwashed back to 
their senses.”

Rising steadily, the river is 
expected to crest at Tulsa, a 
city of 240,000, tomorrow -after 
receiving a heavy load of water 
from the over-flowing Cimarron 
river where the two converge 
at Keystone 30 miles west of 
Tulsa 


Oklahoma’s fatalities for the 
three days of storths rose to 
nine today with the recovery of 
the body of Roland Bullock, a 
farmer near Lindsay. We and 
his wife were riding in a pickup 
truck when a bridge over a 
creek collapsed.

Highway Bridges Out. 

There was not a major high- 
way in the state that could be 
traveled without encountering 
washouts, Three major bridges 
and dozens of smaller ones 
were washed away.

As much as nine inches of 
rain fell in the south central 
section of the state overnight.

The river 
experts warned residents on 
both sides of the Arkansas they 
could expect a severe flood 
when the crest hits tomorrow. 

May Escape Double Crest. 

Keystone, at the confluence 
of the Cimarron and Arkansas, 
seemed likely to escape double 
crests on the rivers. Cimar- 
ron’s was due today at- Mann- 
ford, 19 miles upstream from 
its mouth, and apparently well 
ahead of the top flow on the 
Arkansas above Keystone. 

The upper Arkansas’ crest 
was above Ralston, 55 miles 
from Keystone where a stage 
of three feet above the flood 
mark is expected. 

River forecasters, although 
they acknowledged the Arkan- 
sas crest would reach Tulsa 
later than they had thought, 
stuck by predictions the river 
would rise to 25 or 26 feet, well 
above 19-foot flood stage and 
the June 1923 record of 22.8. 

The flood’s tardiness enabled 
the city to bolster its defense 
against the expected surge. 

Hundreds of persons moved 
out household goods and evac- 
uated their homes-in the popu- 
lous Brookside area on the riv- 
er’s east bank, and from Garden 
City, a smaller community on 
the city’s industrial west side. 

Sandbagging was under way 
in many places, including a 
large oil refinery and the Pub- 
lic Service Co. power-produc- 
ing plant, both on the river’s 
bank. Utility company officials 
said the plant was well pro- 
tected. 

Tributaries Subsiding, 


Upstream many of the Ar- 
kansas’ ey | streams were 
beginning to subside, but river 
experts said points downstream 
from Tulsa would get flooding 
two or three feet above the 
1923 record. 

Oklahoma’s National Guard 
was ordered to be on the alert 
to assist the Tulsa area. At 
other points Guardsmen were 
helping evacuate and feed storm 
refugees. 

Dover, which was flooded 
Thursday and its 350 citizens 
forced to higher ground, was 
suffering from a shortage of 
drinking water today. It had to 
be trucked in. A few families 
were returning to their homes 
in that northeast Oklahoma 
town, but everyone was eating 
at the high school. 

Main Street Under Water. 

At Coyle, in north-central 
Oklahoma, the main street sec- 
tion was under water from the 
Cimarron, but water had to be 
hauled in for drinking. The 
water supply also was cut off 
at Kingfisher in northwest Okla- 
homa as flood waters surged

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President Eisenhower and His Budget Troubles 


His Appeals to the Voters 
May Be Too Little, Too Late 


Congressional Democrats, With Help of Republicans 
Motivated by Hopes for Tax Cuts, Expected to Keep 


On Slashing White House Estimates—He Has. No 
Dependable Leaders in the Senate or House.

WASHINGTON, May 18, 


ONGRESSIONAL defiance of President Eisenhower’s appeal to the 
voters for support of his budget recommendations indicates that the 
White House television appearances will he proved too little and too late. 


Organized opposition in and out of 
Congress to the President’s estimate of 
$71,800,000,000 for Governmental outlays 
during the fiscal year beginning July 1 
does not necessarily mean that if Con- 
gress cuts two or three billion dollars 
from the budget the actual spending will 
be reduced by that much. 


As Mr. Eisenhower told his listeners 
last Tuesday night, there is the definite 
probability that next spring the money 
will have to be appropriated to fulfill 
programs already authorized by law. He 
did not mention that there is a carry-over 
of about 70 billion dollars voted by pre- 
vious sessions of Congress which can be 
expended for authorized projects during 
the coming year and later. 

Present indications are that for political 
advantage the Congressional Democrats, 
aided by tax-motivated Republicans, will 
continue slashing the White House esti- 
mates regardless of the number of 
speeches Mr. Eisenhower makes to the 
voters, 


Democratic leaders believe this oppo- 
sition, instead of previous co-operation, 
will help their party in the 1958 Congres- 
sional and the 1960 Presidential elections. 
Some Republican leaders, notably Senate 
Minority Leader William F. Knowland of 
California and chairman of the Senate 
Republican Policy Committee Styles 
Bridges of New Hampshire apparently 
think this a propitious time for the “reg- 
ular” Republicans to knock off the Eis- 
enhower “modern” Republicans before 
they can take charge of the 1960 Repub- 
lican National Convention. 


President’s View of Powers. 


Conflicts over the budget between the 
White House and the Capitol are inevit- 
able under our constitutional system of 
checks and balances, with the President 
responsible for estimating how much 
money is needed and Congress responsi- 
ble for appropriating the money. What 
makes the current contest different from 
those in the past is that Mr. Eisenhower 
has taken a strictly legalistic view of his 
powers aS President and has not exer- 
cised to the full his real powers as the 
leader of his party in the way Democratic 
Presidents Roosevelt and Truman often 
did. 


The result has been that Mr. Ejisen- 
hower has no effective and dependable 
defenders in the Senate and his official 
leaders in the House, Joseph W. Martin 
Jr. of Massachusetts and Charles A, Hal- 
leck of Indiana, are carrying on an under- 
cover feud. In military terminology, he 
has no devoted field commanders and 
such loyal supporters as Senator Prescott 
Bush of Connecticut, Clifford P. Case of 
New Jersey, Jacob K. Javits of New York 
and John Sherman Cooper and Thruston 
B. Morton of Kentucky do not rank as 
high as platoon commanders because of 
their lack of seniority. 


At his press conference Wednesday, Mr. 
Eisenhower revealed he has no plans to 
put new drive behind his legislative rec- 
ommendations. A reporter pointed out 
that rollealis this session showed that 
more Democrats than Republicans had 
supported hig program. 

“Do you intend now or as the 1958 elec- 
tions approach to punish those Republi- 
cans who are not supporting your pro- 
gram or to reward those who do support 
you?” the reporter asked. 


Mr. Eisenhower answered curtly: “I 
don’t think it is the function of a Presi- 
dent of the United States to punish any- 
body for voting what he believes.” 


No Plans For Appeal. 


This was an understandable official 
answer because no President could pub- 
licly assert he was out to punish legisla- 
tors of his own party. But when another 
reporter asked whether he had any par- 
ticular plans to work through the Repub- 
lican Senators who had put themselves at 
odds with the party leadership in the 
Senate, Mr. Eisenhower replied: 

“I don’t see how it is possible for any 
President to work with the Republican 
group in Congress, the whole Republican 
group, except trough their elected lead- 
ership. 

“This doesn’t mean that in special cases 
and for special purposes you don’t; but 
always with the knowledge of leadership, 
see people and try to influence them in 
your direction. 

“If they are already influenced in your 
direction, why, of course, it is easier to 
work with them.” 

Mr. Eisenhower's reluctance to by-pass 
the elected .leadership to encourage sup- 
port from individual legislators perhaps 
stems from his military experience in 
dealing through “channels” or in a chain 
of command. Another complaint of ag- 
gressive “modern Republicans” is that 
they have been blocked by the White 
House staff, particularly Sherman Adams, 
the assistant to the President, in getting 
their ideas through to the President. 

In recent months few names of “mod- 
ern Republican” legislators have appeared 
on the published list of White House 
callers. It is not known how many Mr. 
Eisenhower has seen privately for a 
“quiet conversation” to explain the logic 
of his position. It is publie recognition 
that most politicians seek in order to 
increase their prestige back home.

For a political leader 
it is a function that cannot be delegated 
An Eisenhower Senator 
said this week that if the President had 
picked up the telephone, the Senate vote 
to cut the Administration’s recommenda- 
tions for the United States Information 
Agency, a dozen Republicans and some 
Democrats could have been swung over 
to his side. The vote against the White 
House was 61 to 15, with Knowland, 
Bridges and Leverett Saltonstall of Mas- 
sachusetts, chairman of the Republican 
conference, voting with the majority. 

President Roosevelt was a master sales- 
man in the personal approach and Presi- 
dent Hoover reveals in his memoirs that 
on several occasions he called in the leg- 
islators to let them know in unmistakable 
terms what he wanted and what he was 
prepared to do if Republicans refused to 
follow his recommendations. President 
Truman was criticized for not following 
the Roosevelt example, but he often was 
confronted with an unbeatable combina- 
tion of Southern Democrats and Repub- 
licans. 


Co-operation Non-Existent. 


Partly because Mr. Eisenhower has re- 
fused to give firm directions and has al- 
lowed some of his more influential Cabi- 
net officers to appear to be at odds with 
him, the “co-operation” which Speaker 
Sam Rayburn and Senate Majority Lead- 
er Lyndon B. Johnson gave during the 
Eighty-fourth Congress has changed to 
outright opposition on domestic issues. 

The Democratic Congressional leader- 
ship has come around to the view of the 


Democratic National Committee head- | 


quarters and its advisory group that forth- 
right opposition will bring more advan- 
tage to the party than trying to share in 
the credit for the legislative programs 
enacted. To many Democrats, it ap- 
peared that the Republican President, by 
his equivocal statements and reluctance 
to fight aggressively for his recommenda- 
tions, was trying to work both sides of 
the street so he could claim credit for all 
that was politically good and escape blame 
for what was politically bad. 


The Democratic leaders, by prodding 
and aiding the “regular” or “Taft” Re- 
publicans, are also doing their bit in 
dividing not only the Congressional op- 
position, but in fostering division among 
Republicans throughout the nation. 


The Congressional leaders of both par- 
ties are professionals of far longer politi- 
cal and legislative experience than Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and his White Héduse 
staff. They understand each other and 
play the game according to time-tested 
rules. If Knowland aspires to the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination, Democrat 
Johnson, who has presidential ambitions 
of his own, is willing to help him because 
many Democrats believe Knowland would 
be easier to defeat in 1960 than Vice 
President R ighard M. Nixon, who is ex-

The late Robert A. Taft of Ohio, had 
he been elected President in 1952 and 
re-elected in 1956, would not be having 
the trouble Mr, Eisenhower is having 
within the party and in Congress. Taft 
was a “pro” with the killer instinct, de- 
manded discipline from his subordinates 
and was able to negotiate agreements 
even with those who had opposed him, as 
in the case of Candidate Eisenhower ap- 
proving the Morningside Heights state- 
ment of principles in September, 1952, at 
the start of that campaign. 

There was rarely any doubt where Taft 
stood on the most controversial issues and 
he was willing to take full responsibility 
for his decisions and the actions of those 
who followed his leadership. One result 
was a loyalty to him personally and to 
his political viewpoint which ig still re- 
flected in the Senate. 

In effect, the President's appeal to the 
voters this week and his scheduled tele- 
vision appearance Tuesday evening in 
behalf of his mutual security program 
are an admission that he realizes he does 
not have Congressional support, especially

The $71,800,000,000 total came as a 
surprise to most legislators and Mr. Eis- 
enhower presumably thought his 9,500,000 
margin of victory in the 1956 election 
would convince Congress that the voters 
would demand whatever he recommended. 
He delayed for months in giving an un- 
derstandable exposition of the needs for 
an amount such as his budget called 
for and he allowed his Cabinet officers 
to assert publicly that it was too big and 
should be cut by Congress. 

The White House yesterday refused 
even to indicate the trend of the public 
reaction as shown in the letters and tele- 
grams prompted by the budget speech. 
Usually the White House boasts after 
such a speech that the communications 
give overwhelming indorsement of the 
President’s position. Editorial comment 
indicates that few newspapers have 
changed their opinions as a result of the 
address and Congress is continuing its 
bipartisan opposition which is likely to be 
carried over to other issues on the Eisen- 
hower program. 


White House Suffers Sharp’ 
Defeat on Funds for USIA'

Cut in Appropriation — Presentation Probably 
Would Have Impressed a Less Critical Audience.

In an almost unprecedented action, the Senate cut the budget 


of the United States Information Agency 16 per cent below the amount 


allowed by the House. 

Traditionally, especially in the field of 
foreign affairs, the Senate has come to 
the rescue of Federal agencies whose 
money requests have been trimmed by 
the House, which originates all appro- 
priations bills. This time the Senate 
revised the procedure. 

Some of the reasons—and they appear 
to be mainly political—for the Senate ac- 
tion are apparent in a review of the com- 
mittee hearings, in which the principal 
antagonists were Senator Lyndon B. John- 
son of Texas, the majority leader, and 
Director. Arthur Larson of the USIA, 
who wrote a book and delivered many 
speeches involving domestic politics. 


Larson has been charged with con- 
siderable responsibility for the defeat 
because, it is said, he failed to do his 
homework (he is an Oxford University 
graduate) and presented an ineffective 
justification for his budget requests. A 
study of the record shows this should be 
qualified. 

The exchanges between the principals 
indicate that Chairman Johnson and 
other members of the Appropriations Sub- 
committee that -heard Larson several 


times over a period of 10 days, were bent’ 


on holding the agenty to $90,200,000. 
This was $15,900,000 less than the House 
allowed and some $54,000,000 less than 
the USIA sought originally. 

Larson’s performance was that of an 
inexperienced witness. He was not com- 
pletely familiar with the etiquette of 
testifying before a Senate committee, But 
the record demonstrates he made a pretty 
good case and one that probably would 
have satisfied a less critical audience. 


Different Backgrounds. 


Both Johnson and Larson have said the 
matter of personalities did not figure in 
their verbal exchanges. /The backgrounds 
of the two men are so different, however, 
that friction would seem to be almost 
inevitable, Johnson is a shrewd and ex- 
perienced professional politician who has 
served in Congress for 20 years and who 
has Presidential ambitions. Larson, a 
former dean of the University of Pitts- 
burgh law school, a former Rhodes schol- 
ar and a composer of works for the organ 
and string quartet, is the author of “A 
Republican Looks at His Party,” ideolog- 
ical bible of “modern Republicanism.” 

The testimony suggests that Johnson 
was setting out to teach the “modern Re- 
publicans” and the President indirectly 
a few of the facts of political life. He 
had the backing of most of the Demo- 
crats and nearly half of the Republicans. 
He had the support of his constituents.

N ew J ersey to Give ‘Modern 


Republicanism’ a Real Test |

OOKING down on handsome, quick- 
L witted Gov. Robert B. Meyner in his 

formal office here is a portrait of the 
solemn academician Woodrow Wilson. No 
Democrat, least of all Meyner and the 
group around him, has overlooked the 
fact that Wilson went from the State 
House in Trenton to the White House in 
Washington. 

If in the November election he racks up 
a large majority for a second term, Mey- 
ner would become an important contender 
for the Democratic Presidential nomina- 
tion in 1960. The Democrats traditionally 
pick a governor as their candidate and 
Meyner in the past two years has been 
moving into a more and more conspicuous 
spot in the national scene. An influential 
group in New York, including top public 
relations experts, is said to be behind a 
big push for Meyner that is already pay- 
ing off in national publicity. 

This is one reason the New Jersey elec- 
tion next fall is almost the only signifi- 
cant trial of strength in this off year. 
But there is another reason why it will 
be an important election and that is the 
Republican candidate, Malcolm S. Forbes. 

Forbes, the Beau Ideal of “modern Re- 
publicanism,” has been making speech 
after speech since he won the guberna- 
torial nomination, telling New Jersey Re- 
publicans that they have a magnificent 
opportunity to demonstrate in November 
that President Eisenhower’s overwhelm- 
ing victory last fall was not just a tribute 
to a national hero. He is telling them 
that they can prove the trend is toward, 
and not away from, the Republican party. 
The Democrats added to their score of 
state governorships last November, the 
total today being 29 Democratic and 19 
Republican, « 

In short, Forbes is putting on an im- 


| pressive performance of a man in a hurry, 


already devoting eight to 10 hours a day 
to the preliminaries of his campaign, al- 
though the election is five months away. 
Wealthy, the 37-year-old editor and pub- 
lisher of Forbes Magazine of business and 
with solid moneyed support from rich Re- 
publicans in the estate section of subur- 
ban New Jersey,. Forbes has ambitious 
plans for the fall. He hopes to bring in 
as his public relations director L. Rich- 
ard Guylay, who resigned as publicity 
chief of the Republican National Commit- 
tee to set up his own public relations 
firm in Washington. 

At his press conference last week, Pres- 
ident Eisenhower was asked if he would 
actively support Forbes and in response 
he spoke words of praise for the candi- 
date. The objective is to bring Mr. Eisen- 
hower into New Jersey late in October to 
give his public blessing to Forbes at a 
huge rally. 

Gov. Meyner received a bad blow this 
week. John W. Kenny, for eight years 
the dominant figure in the powerful Hud- 
son county Democratic organization, was 
repudiated when four of the five incum- 
bent city commissioners he had sponsored 
were defeated in an election in Jersey 
City. If Meyner cannot come to terms 
with State Senator James F. Murray Jr., 
who gave Kenny a trouncing, his re-elec- 
tion as Governor would seem to be in 
doubt, since a big majority in Hudson 
county is essential. 

In recent months Meyner has been 
plagued by disclosures which the Repub- 
licans hope to develop into full-fledged 
scandals. ‘ Irregularities have come to 
light in insurance companies under state 
regulations. As Meyner is well aware, a 
public investigation could turn up some- 
one in the State bureaucracy who has 
taken money. This is the familiar situa- 
tion of the troubles of the “ins” exploited 
by the “outs,” as another Democratic Gov- 
ernor, Averell Harriman, is discovering 
in neighboring New York in the Joseph 


first. won the governorship four years ago 
in this normally Republican state. His 
Republican opponent, Paul L. Troast, was 
shown to have sought favors for a con- 
victed labor racketeer. A shrewd poll- 
tician, Meyner knew how to exploit the 
blunders of a party long in power in an 
era of wide corruption. And he under- 
stands only too well his own vulnerability 
after four years in office. 

Forbes has his troubles, too. With the 
split in the .Republican party over the 
Federal budget, the conservatives are 
leoking with ever greater coolness on 
“modern Republicanism,” whether in New 
Jersey or in Washington. The two fac- 
tions are splitting apart and Forbes must 
get them to work together—no easy task 
—if he is to win. 

Meyner as governor has managed to ap- 
peal to Republicans almost as much as to 
Democrats. His record of smiles and 
handshakes per hour has seldom. been 
equaled. So even with the blow he has 
taken in Jersey City, the chances of this 
ambitious and appealing man cannot be 
discounted. 

The contrast between the two candi- 
dates is sharp. Meyner came up the hard 
way. His father, Gustave Herman Mey- 
ner, was a loom mender and silk worker 
in Easton, Pa., when Robert was born on 
July 3, 1908. Robert worked his way 
through school, including a Columbia Uni- 
versity law school degree, as grocery 
clerk, garage mechanic, foundry handy- 
man and tutor. In 1928, at Lafayette Col- 
lege, he was president of the Young Dem- 
ocrats for Alfred E. Smith, the Democra- 
tic candidate who was snowed under that 
year by Herbert Hoover. 

Starting the practice of law in Union 
City, he later established his own firm at 
Phillipsburg. His early experience in 
politics, following four years of wartime 
service in the Navy, was typical of the 
ambitious young man in the minority par- 
ty. He carried the Democratic flag and 
took his defeats with good grace. 

By 1950, however, he had twice won a 


seat in the State Senate and was minority 
leader. At the 1952 convention he was an 
alternate delegate. In 1953 he ran in the 
Democratic primary against Elmer Wene, 
the candidate of the late Frank (I Am 
The Law) Hague and defeated him by 
1500 votes for what seemed the doubtful 
honor of being his party's candidate for 
Governor. 

From then on Meyner got the breaks. 
He proved to be a popular governor with 
tireless energy, turning up with a cheer- 
ful grin and some friendly platitudes at 
every clambake and bingo party in the 
state. As a measure of how fast he had 
risen, at the Democratic convention in 
Chicago last year Meyner, as head of the 
New Jersey delegation, was one of those 
most instrumental in swinging the con- 
vention for Adlai E. Stevenson over the 
opposition of Harriman and his principal 
backer, former President Truman. 

Forbes was born to wealth and the tra- 
ditional upbringing that goes with it on 
the Eastern seaboard. His father was 
Bertie C. Forbes, founder of Forbes Maga- 
zine and a multi-millionaire. Young 
Forbes went to Lawrenceville school at 
Lawrenceville, N.J., and from there to 
Princeton University. From his earliest 
youth he has been fascinated by politics 
and he was in the thick of campus poli- 
tics at each school he attended. 

Publishing small town weeklies in Ohio 
just before the war, he enlisted in the 
Army as an infantryman, serving as a 
sergeant with the Eighty-fourth Division 
in France, Belgium, Holland and Ger- 
many. Wounded at Aachen, he walks 
with a barely perceptible limp which does 
not prevent him from playing a strenuous 
game of tennis. To old line Republicans 
in New Jersey, Forbes was something of 
an upstart. 

But his tireless campaigning, first for 
the State Senate and then in 1953 and 
again this year for the nomination for 
Governor, paid off. Once he had won the 
prize, Forbes set out to make over the Re-

“modern, liberal, progressive friends” in 
Texas a questionnaire covering foreign 
affairs and Government spending. The 
replies indicated an internationalist ap- 
proach but, said Johnson, 85.1 per cent 
stated the President’s $71,800,000,000 
budget should be reduced. 

The majority leader’s position was that 
the approximately $90,000,000 he was 
willing to allow USIA was the average 
amount the agency has received during 
each of the last four years and was suf- 
ficient for it to carry on. He told the 
Senate at least one member of the sub- 
committee wanted to cut the appropria- 
tion to $60,000,000, and he stated privately 
that he had the votes to destroy the 
agency if he had wanted to. 

He also told the Senate: 

“I should like to have the record show 
—though I am not proud of it and am 
somewhat disappointed, not only at the 
agency but at my own poor judgment— 
that last year the Senator from Texas 
(Johnson) was chairman of the subcom- 
mittee which raised the appropriations 
for this agency from approximately $87,- 
000,000 to $113,000,000.” 


Questioned About Speech. 


Several Senators questioned Larson 
closely about a phrase he used in a speech 
in Honolulu April 16. This had nothing 
to do with the USIA budget, but it illus- 
trated the attitude of the committee, In 
the backs of the Senators’ minds unques- 
tionably were other Larson speeches, par- 
ticularly a clever off-the-record partisan 
address before the Gridiron club last 
March. 

(In explanation of Larson’s speeches, it 
should be said that Larson became a ce- 
lebrity as the apostle of “modern Repub- 
licanism” while still Under Secretary of 
Labor and before he was appointed to 
head the USIA, a post which he assumed 
Dec. 19. Some speech commitments were 
made long in advance.) 

The interrogation by Senator Mike 
Mansfield (Dem.), Montana, was typical. 
It came at a time when Johnson was 
pressing Larson for exact details of the 
budget requests. Mansfield took over the 
questioning to say he was “disturbed” 
about this quotation. from the Honolulu 
talk: 

“Throughout the New and Fair Deals 
this country was in the grip of a some- 
what alien philosophy imported from 
Europe.” 

“Does this come under the category of 
specific justification for items under this 
budget?” Larson inquired. 

“It does not make any difference to 
the committee what it comes under,” 
Johnson snapped. “You listen to the 
question and answer, or you are going 
to win an argument and lose a sale.” 

Mansfield pointed out he is a Demo- 
crat who was in office “during the latter 
days of the New Deal, during all the 
period of the Fait Deal and during the 
present Republican Administration, and I 
was never aware of the fact that I was 
in the grip of an alien philosophy during 
any of those years.” 

Larson said he had not been referring 
to the Democratic party, that he had been 
attempting “a historical appraisal of an 
episode referred to as the New Deal and 
the Fair Deal.” 


‘Had Great Difficulty.’ 


Johnson told the Senate that day after 
day in the subcommittee hearings, “I 
tried to get information about what the 
USIA were doing, where they were doing 
it and what they were doing. The record 
will show we had great difficulty.” 

He went on: 

“I thought I was playing to a full 
house, The room was stacked full. I was 
having a little difficulty breathing. The 
air conditioning was off. I wondered why 
all the tourists had come into that room 
to hear this testimony. Thé thought oc- 
curred to me that maybe it was to see 
this new author, the new spokesman, the 
author of modern Republicanism. 

“I asked him two or three questions, 
and he could not answer them. Then I 
said, ‘Is there anyone in the room Wwhé 
can answer?’ And no one could answer 
them. Finally I said, ‘How many employes 
of the United States Information Agency 
are in the room? Please stand up.’ And 
the entire room stood up, with the ex- 
ception of a few.” 

Larson got little help from the mem- 
bers of his own party on the subcommit- 
tee. Senator Leverett Saltonstall (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, suggested how he should 
answer one or two questions and he re- 
ceived some detailed coaching from Sen- 
ator Everett M. Dirksen (Rep.), Illinois, 
but that was about all. When the vote 
came in the Senate Wednesday Dirksen 
and Saltonstall voted for the $90,200,000. 

The vote was revealing in view of the 
fact that when the House made its first 
cut Mr. Eisenhower termed the action 
“the worst kind of economy,” and when 
the Senate Appropriations Committee 


went even deeper he said at his press 


conferenge that the action was a “mis- 
take.”. These pronouncements were be- 
fore the Senators as they voted, 

Only 14 Republicans voted to uphold 
the President and Larson: one Democrat, 
Richard L. Neuberger of Oregon, went 


along with them.

There was 
one error in it that may mislead many 
students and their parents. That is 
that the University of Missouri is 
required by law to accept all grad- 
uates of accredited Missouri high 
schools. There is no such require- 
ment and the University of Missouri 
has never accepted all such grad- 
uates. 

While our system is complicated 
in that several divisions have slight- 
ly different requirements, they are 
planned so that we admit only stu- 
dents whose records show that they 
have a chance of being successful 
university students. 

I dislike to call attention to this 
‘because my main purpose is to con- 
gratulate you on an excellent article 
on higher education. The future 
of Missouri is closely tied up with 
increasing its supply of educated 
people and the press can help enor- 
mously by such excellent articles as 
that by Mr. Rose.

As far as Mr. Rose is concerned, 
it would seem that the only insti- 
tutions of higher learning available 
are St. Louis University, Washing- 
ton University, Missouri School of 
Mines and the University of Mis- 
souri. Has he never heard of West- 
minster, Lindenwood, Blackburn or 
IHinois College? 

There was not a word about the 
opportunities at more than a dozen 
small colleges close to St. Louis. 
These colleges are caring for the 
educational needs of hundreds of 
young people from St. Louis. At 
present most of them have unused 
capacity and more potential for ab- 
sorbing their quota of the oncoming 
wave of students than many of their 
large neighbors. 


These small colleges in the aggre- 


gate enroll a significant portion of 
the total college population. More 
than that, some of them by the very 
nature of their programs and clien- 
tele do a quality job which is diffi- 
cult for the larger schools to match. 
For example, Illinois College is 
alma mater of four governors, 13 
college presidents, 20 judges, 350 
men of medicine, 200 ministers, 
scores of lawyers. It celebrated the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the es- 
tablishment of its Phi Beta Kappa 
chapter this year, and a letter from 
the education director of “Who's 
Who in America,” dated April 17, 
gays: 
“ .. 1 can say that in our last 
general survey Illinois College 
ranked first in the state when the 
size of the various institutions of 
higher education is taken into con- 
sideration. As a matter of fact, 
based on enrollment Illinois College 
ranked twenty-sixth in the nation 
among the independent colleges, 
universities and technical schools.” 
We can use some more students 
for next fall, and by 1965 a few hun- 
dred more. Multiply this by the 
number of small colleges near St. 
Louis and you will find the answer 
to the cry of many, “Where can I 
get a good college education?”

In Justice to Hawaii 
If the people of the United States would only 
put themselves in the position of the people of 
the Territory of Hawaii, statehood for both 
Hawaii and Alaska, in our opinion, would be 


* quickly voted at this session of Congress. New 


hearings have been completed and there is ample 
time for admission votes in the House and the 
Senate before the midsummer adjournment. 

If the people of the 48 states were to put 
themselves in the position of their feilow-citl 
zens in Hawaii, here are some of the things 
they would be conscious of: 

Hawaii has more than a half million popula- 
tion. This is more people than any of the 48 
states had at the time of admission with the 
single exception of Oklahoma. 

Hawaii has more people today than three 
states. If Hawaii is admitted, it will at once 
enter the population standings above Delaware, 
Wyoming and Nevada. And these three states 
now cast a tota! of six votes in the Senate’s 96. 

Hawaiian residents pay more than a quarter 
billion dollars @ year in federal tazes. This sum 
is larger than the amount of federal taxes paid 
by the people and industries of nine states, 

Despite this heavy taxation the people of 
Hawaii are without representation in Congress. 
They do have an elected delegate to the House, 
but he has no vote on the bills in Washington 
that affect the people of Hawaii. Moreover they 
have no choice in the selection of their Gov- 
ernor who is an appointee of the President. 

~ * . 

These are important reasons of fairness and 
justice as to why Hawail should be admitted to 
the Union. But there are reasons in the .com- 
plex of the world today even more important. 
Today the United States is in a long, hard strug- 
gle against totalitarianism. It is in this context 
that the people of the United States particularly 
should see the Hawaiian case now. 

For if Hawaii is taken into the Union, this 
will be a striking demonstation that the United 
States practices in its own political activities 
what it preaches to the world. Hawaii's location 
makes it the first display of the American way 
of life for many visitors from the Orient. 

The main. arguments against admission boil 
down to three. First, it is separated from the 
mainland, Second, it would change the seating 
in Congress. Third, it would give statehood to a 
cosmopolitan population with some elements of 
dubious loyalty. 

All these objections, if such they are, have 
been answered sufficiently, in our opinion. Avia- 
tion and electronic communication have brought 
Hawaii much closer to Washington than Phila- 
delphia and New York were to Washington not 
many years ago. The seating in the House 
changes after every census.

Finally, as to loyalty, who could want more 
than the record of the young men of Hawaii in 
World War II and Korea? The Nisei of Hawaii 
wrote one of the bravest chapters in the bitter 
Italian campaign when their units fought hero- 
ically along with boys from over the Union, 

Hawali has already drafted a state constitu- 
tion, ratified by its people by the overwhelming 
vote of three-to-one. Over the years, there 
have been some 20 separate hearings at which 
more than a thousand witnesses have been heard. 
Both parties are on record for admission. At 
different times both chambers of Congress have 
voted for statehood. 

More than six years ago, a report of the 
Senate Committee on Interior and Insular Af- 
fairs said that to continue Hawaii in its “politi- 
cally inferior status” is “a contradiction in our 
position of moral and spiritual as well as ma- 
terial leadership in the world.” And that is 
just what it is. 
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A Wrong Approach to Dope 

The Legislature has sent Gov. Blair a nar- 
cotics bill which repeats on a state scale a mis- 
take already made on a national scale. It per- 
mits the death penalty for illegal sale of nar- 
cotics to a person under 21, and makes possible 
life imprisonment for a fourth conviction of 
illegal possession or use. 

These harsh measures let off popular anger, 
but they are self-defeating. It is ironical that 
the Legislature was making this mistake about 
narcotics the very day it was trying to correct 
a similar mistake in dealing with obscene lit- 
erature. Sale of obscene literature has been a 
felony and, so, carried penalties whose very 
severity made convictions hard to obtain: The 
Legislature accordingly moved to lower the 
offense to a misdemeanor. 

Anyone who thinks the harsh, punitive ap- 
proach to drug addiction pays dividends should 
read an informative article by Alfred R. Linde- 
smith, professor of sociology at Indiana Univer- 
sity, in The Nation. Prof. Lindésmith reports 
that the increased mandatory penalties in the 
Federal Narcotics Control Act of 1956 have 
actually made things easier for the “big shots” 
and more severe for the addicts who are in 
many respects the victims of the racket. 

The drug traffic is one of the most disgust- 
ing areas of crime, and one cannot but feel 
indignation over it. Yet that is all the more 
reason why the approach of the law to it 
must be clear-headed and well-informed, to 
achieve the maximum effect. 
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Another Postal Crisis Ahead? 


It is brave and dashing, in the midst of an 
economy drive, for Congress to send to the 
White House an appropriations ‘bill cutting 
$58,000,000 off the Post Office operating funds 
for the next fiscal year. But how brave and 
dashing will the House and Senate be when 
postal service is cut as a direct result? They 
were directly warned on May 8 that a service 
reduction will take place July 1 unless the Post 
Office gets more funds. They chose to ignore 
the warning. 

Postmaster General Summerfield might, of 
course, be bluffing. But Congress and the coun- 
try found out he wasn’t bluffing earlier this 
spring when the deficiency -appropriation was 
being kicked around, Service actually was cut 
as threatened, then; and only after Congress 
approved most of the requested funds was it 
restored. 

Are we heading for another such crisis on 
July 1? Would it not have been wiser to face 
the facts on postal needs now rather than then? 

Mr. Summerfield says he is going to need not 
oriy the $58,000,000 Congress cut out of the 
bill, but some $60,000,000 or $70,000,000 more. 
The reason is a phenomenal growth in mail 
volume. Instead of expanding 1.5 per cent as 
estimated when the budget was first formulated 
last year, mailing now bids fair to expand by 
4 per cent, thus increasing costs beyond earlier 
budget estimates, 

There are two sensible things to do about 
this. One is to grant the Post Office enough 
funds to maintain service levels at the new 
volume of business. The other is to adopt a 
general increase in postal rates. - 

Whether the rates are increased or not, the 
Post Office cannot operate unless it gets ad- 
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equate appropriations from Congress. But the 
case for raising the rates is strengthened with 
every increase in postal volume and costs. 
While some degree of postal subsidy is defensi- 
ble, maintaining rates at 1932 levels while meet- 
ing the inflated costs of 1957 only means load- 
ing a proportionately larger share of the service 
cost on taxpayers instead of on those who use it. 
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To Save 5 Billions 

There is every reason to believe that the 
Cordiner committee report, with its detailed 
plan for a complete overhauling of the armed 
services pay structure, would have solved the 
principal personnel problem of the Defense 
Department, Why, if Secretary of Defense Wil- 
son and his service chiefs were for it, was the 
report practically cut to pieces in the Budget 
Bureau? Why should not Congress rescue the 
report and insist on seeing it put into effect? 

Although the legislative proposals engendered 
by the plan had been worked out carefully after 


discussions with President Eisenhower, he did . 


not come fofward personally and support them. 
Had he done so it might have helped to elim- 
inate the mistaken fear that the Cordiner report 
would ihcrease military costs. -It was admitted 
that the plan would increase costs during the 
first two years but it was promised that by 1962 
savings would reach $5,000,000,000 annually, 
And Mr. Wilson even promised that the Penta- 
gon would absorb within its present budget any 
immediate additional costs. . 

This plan was no visionary scheme suddenly 
conceived. Ralph J. Cordiner, president of the 
General Electric Co., headed the committee that 
for a year intensively studied the personnel 
problems of the ‘services. In a nutshell, the 
committee found that the officers and men most 
yaluable in the handling.of the new and highly 
complex weapons and equipment are not being 
paid what they should be while other men are 
being overpaid under the present “Methuselah 
system” of rewarding for longevity of service. 

As an example, it costs a bit over $600,000 to 
train a B-52 or B-47 bomber pilot and if he 
leaves the Air Force soon after he is trained— 
as about 20 per cent of them do—to take a 
better paying civilian job, then the service loses 
heavily on its investment. The problem is the 
same for others—radar operators, mechanics, 
electricians, engineers and the more promising 
young field grade and general officers. But 
the truck drivers, cooks, file clerks and others 
with less sensitive skills or with mediocre per- 
formance ratings stay on and on. 

What does it take to convince the Budget 
-ureau that there would be economy in a deter- 
mined weeding out of the men with no skills 
and no aptitudes and in proper rewarding of 
the technical and the promising men that are 
needed in this day of complex war machinery? 

Secretary Wilson has been able to order into 
effect pay increases ranging from $12 to $50 a 
month fon 360,000 enlisted men with special 


skills but this affects only 15 per cent of service 


personnel. This is far less effective than the 
full concept of the Cordiner plan and is likely 
in the long run to do little good. It emphasizes 
the Cordiner report warning that the Pentagon 
“could not content itself with simply applying 
a few patches to the antiquated pay structure 
which has been inflated but not substantially 
changed since it was adopted from the British 
Navy in 1912.” 

For the best results it is necessary to find a 
way to adjust the incentives of private enter- 
prise to the armed services. Until the Methuse- 
lah system is dispensed with, the nation is not 
going to get the full value of its military dollar. 
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Univac Is Not Cupid 


There should be no small degree of relief 
over the news that Univac, the electronic brain, 
has failed as a matchmaker for persons seri- 
ously contemplating marriage. Univac did won- 
ders at. such things as swiftly counting up the na- 
tion’s unemployed, at determining whether a 
plane with certain given characteristics will fly 
and so forth. But then it made the mistake of 
trying to play Cupid. 

It seems that the physical, mental and per- 
sonal traits of over 1000 young males were fed 
into Univac. It then selected one handsome 
youth for a beautiful girl and proclaimed them 
ideally suited, each for the other. They went 
on television and one audience after another was 
thrilled. Marriage seemed inevitable until ev- 
erything fell through despite an offer of a free 
honeymoon trip to Paris and other enticements. 

So the Univac has been put in its place or, 
should it be said, it has been kept out of one 
place. And nobody should try to put the neces- 
sary widgets and gadgets into Univac so that it 
can become a Delphian Oracle for young lovers. 
Let Univac stick to its soundly mechanical 
brainy way. And let young lovers stick to what 
the old Greeks called “soft flatteries and words 
that delight the ear,” instead of turning to 
coldly scientific mechanical contrivances. 
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The Mayor and the Riverfront 

Further assurance that the national monu- 
ment on the riverfront will be completed as 
planned—and perhaps by the target date of 
1964—comes with the assumption of a more 
active role by Mayor Tucker and the positive 
statement by the director of the National Park 
Service, Conrad L. Wirth. 

Mr. Wirth told the Post-Dispatch that the 
memorial would be built in accordance with the 
approved Saarinen design, concealing the rail- 
road tracks, regardless of objections by railroad 
interests. He added plainly that the Park Service 
plans to present “a definite program of con- 
struction” by mid-June. 

Mayor Tucker, of course, always has favored 
and supported the project. But a bit more than 
approval is necessary to overcome the inertia 
which gfew out of war-enforced delays. And 
the Mayor moved to supply that extra energy 
when he met in City Hall with Morton D. May, 
chairman of the Government-created commis- 
sion in charge of the project, and William W. 
Crowdus, president of the citizens’ group which, 
among other activities, inspired the competition 
which produced the Saarinen design. 

While the monument is a federal project, the 
city has a real stake in it. St. Louis undertook 
to pay_part of the cost, and voted a bond issue 
for that purpose in 1936. It also surrendered 
the taxes which might have been collected on 
the subsequently cleared site. And it stands 
ready to make certain additional contributions. 

Aside from this direct interest, St. Louis— 
and especially downtown St. Louis—faces the 
alternatives of having the riverfront as a con- 
spicuous eyesore or a magnificent incentive to 
the refurbishing of the city. So the Mayor 
speaks with genuine authority. 

Mayor Tucker can speak for the community 
-as a Whole. He can make it clear that St. Louis 
has been reasenable, but that there is an end to 
patience. He can make it clear to Administra- 
tion and Congress that the Government has an 
unfulfilled bargain with St. Louis, that the city, 
as a matter of fact, has already done more than 
the nation toward the realization of a national 
monument. Os, 
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Quit Exploiting Children’s Sports

entertain adults; this causes frustration for young; calls for 
professional leadership and educational purpose in such athletics.

Numerous articles dealing with or- 
ganized athletics for children have ap- 
peared in newspapers and magazines. 
Generally speaking, they have provided 
a disheartening commentary on the lack 
of understanding of citizenship values 
that can result from athletic programs. 


One article on a typical adult-pat- 
terned baseball program clearly implied 
that the citizens of 
the community 
were enthusiastic 
in support of a set- 
up which imposed 
such astounding 
rules as “don’t frat- 
ernize with oppon- 
ents” on their 9- to 
12-year-old sons! 

nfortunatel y, 
the training inher- 
ent in this situa- 
tion is as potent as 
that in any other 
kind of athletic 
program. Sports 
can be as a 
powerful tool in teaching the habits, 
attitudes and characteristics of good 
citizenship, but they can be just as ef- 
fective in producing negative results. 


What Leaders Should Know 


The organization of leagues in base- 
ball, basketball, football and other 
sports for boys as young as 6 years 
old has become a commonplace occur- 
rence in practically every town. 


The broad edurational goal of Amer- 
ican amateur athletics is to contribute 
toward the development of the good 
citizen in a democracy, but such 
achievement calls for the direction and 
guidance of leaders who: 

Know something about child growth 
and development; 

Understand the elements of child psy- 
chology; 

Comprehend the values we seek in 
sports, and 

Place the welfare of the children in 
their care above all other aspects of 
the program. 

This concept is not to imply that vol- 
unteers are not needed to help conduct 
recreational activities for children. On 
the contrary, in most communities, 
amateur workers are an absolute neces- 
sity. In the management of children’s 
— ne ys = ae venuNeee 
should work only un close super- 
vision of a leadership. 

Athletics, to be educational in the 
positive sense, should be directed by 
educators or qualified professional rec- 
reation leaders and, I personally feel, 
controlled by institutions which are pri- 
marily educational in nature.

Some critics charge that often the 
values sought seem largely commercial 
and more concerned with advertising, 
gate receipts, equipment, concessions 
and other enterprises than what hap- 
pens to the chil . 


None of these purposes, common in 
the adult athletic pattern, are likely to 
result in marked contributions to the 
growth and development of the child. 
If they are the purposes behind these 
programs, the children are exploited. 

As a matter of fact, authorities in 
medicine, psychology, sociolo and 
education tell us t the ts of 
such activities can be extremely harm- 
ful to the yee child. Experts trained 
to deal with children consider the high- 
pressure aspects of adult-type compe- 
tition to be highly undesirable for ele- 
mentary school children. 


On the other hand, all groups which 
have had wide experience with young- 
sters also recognize the values inherent 
in sports conducted under qualified 
leadership. The required physical edu- 
cation program in our public school 
system is evidence of the general ac- 
ceptance of this concept. Team sports— 
and the competitive elements involved 
in them—are an gos Prep 
every school physical education pro- 
gram in this country.

The reasons expenditures 
have gone up include an infla- 
tion of about 15 per cent in mil- 
itary cédsts and wages since 
1954, the increasing complexity 
and greatly enhanced cost of 
military equipment, new mili- 
tary tasks, such as the Distant 
Early Warning line and the 
new SAGE air defense system, 
and the need to spend billions 
on the development of missiles 
of all kinds while retaining an 
adequate military force using 
weapons now operational. 

Shocked by Change. 

Wilson has made large sav- 
ings by better management, re- 
ducing lead time in procure- 
ment, reducing personnel in 
staff, administrative and sup- 
port functions without reducing 
combat formations to any de- 
gree, but these have all been 
eaten up in increased costs. 

He is shocked by the change 
in atmosphere since last year 
in regard to mili spending. 
Then he was fo , following 
the Symington air power hear- 
ings, to take an additional ap- 
propriation of $900,000,000 that 
he did not want and felt was 
unnecessary. 

He considers the interna- 
tional situation today more dan- 
gerous than it was a year ago. 
He considers the 1958 military 
budget a peril point budget, 
possibly too low. In spite of his 
determined effort over the past 
four years to reduce military 
expenditures, he fought with 
the Bureau of the Budget for a 
larger appropriation than was 
recommended finally to the 
Congress. 

In spite of all his efforts, he 
is being charged, as was the 
previous secretary of defense, 
with spending unnecessary and 
wasteful billions in the Defense 
Department. 

More Complex Items. 

He testified before the House 
Appropriations Committee that 
“if I had to try to estimate it, 
of the two billion over 1957 
that we forecast . .. I think 
possibly half of it was due to 
the increasing price level and 
cost level of wages, materials 
and services and the other half 
was in the increased cost of 
new and more complex items.” 

“In my own defense,” he con- 
tinued, “I can with reasonable 
modesty say if I had not had my 
hand on the throttle, the thing 
would be even worse than it is 
—we have to save a lot of 
money—billions of dollars—or 
the thing would be worse.” 

Critics of defense spending 
today do not charge wasteful 
and incompetent management 
in the Defense Department as 


gating manpower management 
in the armed services and the 
reasons for the loss of men with 
critical technical skills. It rec- 
ommended a complete overhaul 
of the antiquated military pay 
legislation which, it said, was 
adapted originally from the 
British in 1812. 

Warned Against ‘Patches.’ 

The committee found that 
it was necessary to keep 500,000 
men in training to support 2,- 
300,000 men in the operating 
forces. It also made recom- 
mendations to help in the re- 
tention of reserve officers and 
for management of the entire 
defense manpower problem, 

The report said that if its 
recommendations were adopted, 
savings of five billion dollars 
a year would be effected by 
1962 or earlier. It warned 
against applying a few patches 
to the ancient pay structure. 

It should be noted, though, 
that part of the savings could 
be used for increased efficiency 
within the present size of the 
military establishment, or that 
all could be removed from the 
budget by reducing the military 
establishment to its present ef- 
fective operational capability. 

For example, the Strategic 
Air Command has airplanes 
equivalent to six and one half 
B-47 wings that are not opera- 
tional due to lack of trained 
maintenance personnel. If all 
the possible savings were taken 
in money, it would mean a re- 
duction of six and one half 
wings in the SAC. On the other 
hand, part of the savings could 
be used to provide 20 per ¢ent 
increase in the operational ca- 
pacity of the SAC medium 
bombers. 

Supported by Wilson. 

Wilson supported the Cordi- 
ner recommendations heartily, 
with a few exceptions as to in- 
creases in» pay for senior of- 
ficers. He submitted his rec- 
ommendations to the Bureau of 
the Budget, declaring the need 
was urgent, and that if the 
legislation were made effective 
by Jan. 1, 1958, the Defense 
Department would absorb with- 
in its budget any immediate 
additional cost. 

The Budget Bureau, however, 
regarded the recommendations 
merely as another pay rise that 
would start more such propos- 
als throughout the Government 
and disapproved it, even though 
the President had initially ap- 
proved Wilson’s recommenda- 
tions.

Rather they have settled on two

The F-86 Sabrejet, a fairly 
modern airplane, required an 
average of $21,390 per aircraft 
for each overhaul in a depot or 
contractor facility.

For More Unification. 

More unification is the next 
great field in which various es- 
timates of billions saved are 
made. Former President Her- 
bert Hoover thinks $1,500,000,- 
000 can be saved by integration 
of the supply services in the 
three departments on all items 
commonly used by all three 
services, as food, clothing, medi- 
cal supplies, truck parts, etc. 

Senator Joseph C. O’Mahoney 
(Dem.), Wyoming, introduced 
an amendment into the 1953 ap- 
propriation act that gave the 
Secretary of Defense authority 
to integrate the supply system. 
Representative John W. Mc- 
Cormack (Dem.), Massachusetts, 
House majority leader, in an 
address to the House May 2 de- 
clared: “The progress of de- 
velopment of an integrated sup- 
ply system has been very slow.” 

He took note of the single- 
manager system under which 
the Army buys, stores and

Nowhere are the new tricks 
of naval strategy more striking 
than here in the Mediterranean, 
where a relatively small fleet 
of United States ships aks 
with more authority than all the 
big sticks of Theodore Roose- 
velt’s day. 

5000 Miles From Base. 


The ships of this force be- 
hind the Eisenhower doctrine 
have broken almost completely 
from the patterns of World 
War II. They travel differently 
at sea, and even their visits to 
liberty ports are unlike those 
of previous peacetime periods. 
They operate 5000 miles from 
their nearest base — Norfolk, 
Va.—which many a World War 
II commander would have con- 
sidered difficult if not impos- 
sible. And if a new war should 
come they are prepared to 
fight in a new and different 
way. - 

Taken all together, Adm. 
Brown believes these new 
tricks would enable the fleet to 
stay in the Mediterranean even 
if what he terms the “‘voleano” 
of the Middle East should erupt 
into a general war with Russia. 

“We have long legs and we 
hit hard,” says Brown. “We 
are very tough. The enemy 
would be able to hurt us, but I 
am conyinced we could stay 
and fight it out.

More Firepower. 


The most awesome item in 
the fleet’s bag-of new tricks is 
a shattering atomic punch. 

In size, the fleet is tiny be- 
side some of the armadas which 
steamed the Pacific in World 
War II. Even today, the United 
States’ Seventh Fleet in the Far 
East is larger than the Medi- 
terranean force of two carriers, 
a battleship, two cruisers, 20 
destroyers, two submarines, six 
amphibious ships and a dozen 
service vessels, 

What the fleet lacks in size it 
more than compensates for in 
striking force. Thanks to the 
atom, its firepower is greater 
than that of all United States 
forces in World War II com- 
bined. 


The Forrestal, a spanking new 
60,000-ton air-conditioned air- 
craft -carrier, alone could out- 
slug an entire World War II 
fleet. From two runways on a 
four-acre flight deck, the For- 
restal can launch four 35-ton 
Skywarrior jet bombers every 
22 seconds. From the eastern 
Mediterranean, the trans-sonic 
Skywarriors can haul atomic 
bombs as far as Moscow, 1500 
miles away. 

Regulus and Sidewinder. 

The fleet also has the sea-to- 
land Regulus, a guided missile 
which can carry atomic war- 
heads up to a range of 500’ 
miles. It can be launched from 
carriers, cruisers or even sub- 
marines. Fighter planes from 
the Forrestal and the Lake 
Champlain carry the Sidewind- 
er, a deadly air-to-air missile. 

In addition, the fleet's: rein- 
forced Marine battalion of 1800 
men either has or soon will 
have—Brown won't say which— 
atomic artillery for use in am- 
phibious assault and land op- 
erations. .

How much safer, no one can 
say. But one thing is certain:

Many Submarines Met. 

In the past year, the Sixth 
Fleet has contacted a sizable 
number of unidentified submar- 
ines. Most are believed to have 
been Russian craft, operating 
out of pens on the coast of Al- 
bania. Although these submar- 
ines have direct access to the 
Mediterranean, their number is 
limited and fleet officers be- 
lieve they could be dealt with 
promptly in case of war. 

The greatest submarine 
threat comes from two other 
directions. Approximately 100 
raiders are believed operating 
in the Black sea. Turkey's con- 
trol of the Dardanelles now 
denies these submarines access 
to the Mediterranean, and their 
potential threat to the fleet is 
not immediate. Brown is much 
more concerned with what hun- 
dreds of submarines operating 
out of the Baltic could do to 
his lines of supply, which 
stretch 5000 miles across the 
Atlantic. 

The final threat which shapes 
Sixth Fleet strategy is that of 
Russia's massive ground power. 
If Russian armies moved to the

Holds NATO Drills. 

Within the NATO organiza- 
tion, the Sixth Fleet is desig- 
nated “naval striking and sup- 
port force, southern Europe.” 
Its wartime role would be to aid 
Allied ground forces with im- 
mediate tactical support and 
far ranging atomic strikes be- 
hind the enemy lines. To pre- 
pare for this mission, the fleet 
holds several drills each year 
with the air, ground and naval 
forces of other NATO powers. 

These are the big jobs—the 
ultimate tasks the fleet is pre- 
pared to perform if and when 
necessary. But the fleet is 
equally prepared for a host of 
lesser missions, such as evacu- 
ating American citizens from 
Egypt during the Suez fighting 
or simply showing the flag off 
Lebanon during the Jordanian 
crisis, 

There are many who argue 
that without firing a shot the 
Sixth Fleet has become the 
most important single factor in 
Middle East —_— today. The 
presence of the fleet reinforced 
America’s warning that Russian 
“volunteers” would not be per- 
mitted to join the Egyptian 
fighting. Unmistakably, the fleet 
is the force which the Eisen- 
hower doctrine says would be 
used against Communist ag- 
gression in the Middle East. 

“People have a respect for 
the power they can see,” says 
Adm. Brown: 

Former Greek Foreign Min- 
ister Panagiotis Pipinellis put 
it another way: “In the power- 
ful gray diplomats of the Sixth 
Fleet we see the guarantee of 
small people’s independence.” 

At the crew's mess level, of 
course, there are a number of 
disadvantages to the strategy 
upon which the Sixth Fleet is 
shaped. First, the fast and foot- 
loose pattern of ship movements 
leaves comparatively little time 
ashore.

“Finally, there is no such thing 
as a separate land, sea or air 
war; therefore we must now 
recognize this fact by establish- 
ing a single department of the 
armed forces to govern us all.”

LITERARY NEWS 
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Reading and Writing 


r —By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


ANEW GROUP of English novelists 
who specialize in self-centered and self- 
pitying heroes is treated at considerable 
length by V. S. Pritchett in a recent 
issue of the New York Times Book 
Review. These writers, says Mr. Pritch- 
ett, “could not care less” about the 
larger issues that confront mankind. 
Their horizons are limited and they 
like it. 

Another and a larger group of English 
writers, which Mr. Pritchett doesn’t 
eonsider, are also seemingly content to 
work within a narrow framework of ex- 
perience. Unlike Kingsley Amis, John 
Wain or Thomas Hinde, they are not 
concerned with seedy misfits or “‘postur- 
ing Bohemians.” Their main characters 
are men and women of normal propor- 
tions whose fortunes or misfortunes 
could have broad human significance. 
Yet the events that surround them never 
seem to take on a meaning that extends 
beyond the particular time and place of 
their origin. 

This lack of radiation is obviously not 
the result of verbal maladroitness or 
meagerness of culture on the part of 
the authors. On the contrary the writing 
is finished and often quite subtle and 
displays, furthermore, many evidences 
of mature thinking. Nevertheless the end 
product is nothing more than a “good 
story,” a good thing in itself to be sure, 
but one that produces no continuing 
reverberation in the mind of the reader. 
I AM LED to these general remarks 
by Iris Murdoch’s recently published 
novel “The Sandcastle.” Miss Murdoch 
deals with a familiar triangular situa- 
tion. Bill Mor, a master at St. Brides 
school in a remote suburb of London, 
is afflicted with a domineering wife who 
is unsympathetic to his small and large 
aspirations including a briefly discussed 
plan to stand for parliament. As Mor 
is not an adventurous character he is 
prepared to accept this state of marital 
boredom indefinitely. 

At this point a young woman artist, 
Rain Carter, arrives at St. Brides for 
the purpose of painting a portrait of the 
school’s former headmaster. Rain Carter 


and Bill Mor fall in love with each other ° 


and Mor, in a sudden access of energy 
and daring, decides to break with his

wife. Before he can execute his plan, 
however, his wife makes a daring 
counter move. 

By publicly announcing that her hus- 
band is going to enter parliament with 
her enthusiastic approval, she takes the 
wind out of his sails; and while Mor is 
marking time the girl, Rain Carter, 
feeling that she is an obstacle to Mor’s 
entry into a wider sphere of usefulness, 
packs up and leaves. Mor thereupon 
wrings his hands and settles down to 
the status quo. 

MISS MURDOCH writes with grace 
and humor. Her use of the language is 
uncommonly precise and at the same 
time is strongly affected by a feeling 
for sound as well as sense. Moreover

she produces a fairly large personnel 
of interesting and well-realized charac- 
ters. She is also wholly successful in 
bringing to life the atmosphere, tradi- 
tions and special characteristics of an 
English public school. — 

Nevertheless the story loses momen- 
tum toward the end. To a certain ex- 
tent this may be attributed to Mor’s 
sudden collapse and to his easy, un- 
imaginative acceptance of defeat. It is 
possibie, of course, to regard the novel 
as an ironic treatment of what happens 
to a small man who thinks big. 

Such a development, however, is not 
prepared, and it is precisely in the 
handling of her main character that 
Miss Murdoch not only leads us to an 
anticlimax but also fails to provide her 
story with an added dimension of 
thought or feeling. As represented, Mor 
is a man of intellect and sensibility who 
could be expected, either to break his 
chains or to resign himself to personal 
loss because of higher and more com- 
pulsive claims. 

It is also rather odd that Mor, who 

is supposed to be qualified for high 
public office, never discusses politics. 
In fact, except for a few penetrating 
remarks on the nature of art—which 
have no effect on anybody's behavior— 
the novel makes scarcely any allusions 
to the world outside St. Brides. With a 
few alterations here and there the events 
described could have taken place at any 
time within the last 75 years, a fact 
that would not detract from its value 
in the least if the connotations of its 
ideas had been wider. 
IT MAY SEEM gratuitous carping to 
scold Miss Murdoch for not achieving 
what she never attempted. After all she 
is a good story teller and three-quarters 
of a good story, such as “The Sand- 
castle,” is rare enough to be welcome. 
She provides an example of the re- 
stricted framework, however, even 
though her gifts suggest that she is 
capable of relating a story to a much 
broader context. 

This disparity between capacity and 
achievement is always regrettable and 
particularly so in imaginative literature 
which, as of now, needs scope, power 
and the far-seeing vision more than it 
does fine writing. 


The Archeologist and His Work 


An Exciting Account of Scientific Adventure in Far Places

THE WORKMEN ARE, as a rule, 
the unsung heroes of an archeological 
excavation, in spite of the fact that they 
do most of the work. And the country 
in which the archeologist works is 
merely a geographic location and name 
in his reports. His experiences with the 
people of that country, with its officials 
and its representatives afe rarely men- 
tioned in the final publication of the 
results. And yet, often enough these 
experiences and the activities of his 
workers are as interesting and some- 
times as important as the works of art 
or the scientific data uncovered. 

Often enough one wonders what are 
the feelings of the nativé laborers to- 
wards their work? What do the natives 
think about the excavated ruins? Do 
they view them with pride and interest, 


_ or are they indifferent to them? What 


is the life of an archeologist in the field 
‘like, and how does he go about his 
work? What are the conditions under 
which he is living and is he conscious 
of the beauties or of the bleakness of 
nature which surrounds him? From his 
reports one could infer that he never 
looks around him. 


These and many other similar ques- 
tions, which are never raised or anh- 
swered in the scientific publications, not 
even in the popular books which tend to 
glorify the archeologist’s achievement, 
are answered by Dr. Coon in his book. 


LIKE ITS TITLE, the book is ex- 
citing. In it we shall find not only the 
general account of meticulous scientific 
investigations of the seven caves, but 
tales of high adventure and the personal 
exploits of the author and his workers 
in different parts of the ancient world. 
The search for caves, containing the 
secret of the earliest appearance of man 
and his first efforts in his way to art 
and culture, led Dr. Coon and his wife 
and his children from Philadelphia to 
Tangiers, to Syria, to Iran, to the shores 
of the Caspian Sea, to Afghanistan. For 
his effort, like that of many another 
archeologist, is a family venture in 
which young and old participated. 

The descriptions of the remote and 
not easily accessible countries in which 
he worked are small gems of clarity and 
beauty. One will never forget his de- 
scription of the Afghan roads and moun- 
tains or his sketch of the shores of the 
Caspian Sea. Nor is one apt to forget 
his loving description of the laborers at 
work and at play and his characteriza- 
tion of the people of the countries he 
visited. His is an extremely human 
approach to the understanding of per-

sonalities made clearer to the reader and 
very pleasant by the introduction of 
many an anecdote. 


THE ROLE which an archeologist 
often has to play, as friend, conciliator, 
judge, diplomat, and even as priest, is 


warmly presented by his description of 
jealousies, fights, joys, and sorrows of 
his workmen and of the people among 
whom he lived. In the pages of his book 
the laborer finally gets his due and the 
figures of the One-Eyed Qasem, of the 
big Absalom, of the rollicky Sayed Ali 
Akbar, who though wealthy, did not 
want to be left out even of manual la- 
bor, emerge with a vividness which will 
remain unexcelled. These workmen, 
whose forebears dug trenches for the 
great Darius, the storied Harun-el- 
Rashid, and the dreadful Tamerlane, will 
bring to mind many another laborer who 
helped bring to light the treasures we 
keep in our museums and the objects 
with which we plague our students. 

The scholarly minded and the layman 
interested in discovery will find in this 
most readable book an account of how 
scientific work is carried out in caves, 
what it entails, how the objects found 
are cleaned and kept, and how they lead 
the discoverer to hypothesis and con- 
clusions, The seven caves explored by 
Dr. Coon, six of which are in what we 
now call the Middle East, yielded a 
wealth of artifacts made in the Dawn 
of Human consciousness. They bear 
upon the origins of the European pre- 
historic culture, upon the origin of the 
remarkable people who filled the caves 


of Europe with paintings in the last 
stages of the Ice Age. More than 150,000 
pieces of flint were discovered in his 
expeditions and with them parts of the 
skeletons of some 15 human beings, a 
great quantity of animal bones and 
pieces of charcoal which enabled physi- 
cists to determine the time limits of the 
life represented. 


THUS WE LEARN that on the 
northwest corner of Africa, in the High 


Cave of Tangiers, lived Neanderthal- 
like men who used flake tools well into 
the last 30,000 years of the final Ice 
Age. In Bisitun, Iran, definite evidence 
was found proving that people compara- 
ble to the High Cave dwellers of Tan- 
giers hunted wild animals at the same 
time. The evidence from Hotu, Iran, 
indicates that men of the Mesolithic cul- 
ture, inventors of the bow and masters 
of the domesticated dog, roamed the. 
lime formations of Iran around 10,000 
B.C. The date of the finds from Kara 
Kamar (Black Belly) Cave of Afghan- 
istan, established by Carbon-14, indi- 
cates that the Upper Palaeolithic way of 
life may be as old there as in France. 
We can see in the pages of his book the 
excavator gradually accumulating his 
evidence, and we can follow him in his 
effort to formulate tentative conclusions 
about the origins of human culture. 


The story is fascinating, filled with 
the excitement of discovery and with 
human interest in people and countries 
long known to many. It fills a great 
need and it offers excellent material for 
enjoyment and study.

SOUTH AFRICA is now en- 
gaged in a grim race between 
the forces of integration and 
those of collapse, C. W. de 
Kiewiet declares in this pene- 
trating and well balanced es- 
say on South Africa’s attempt 
to set back the clock of his- 


tory. The author, Dutch-born 
and African-educated, does 
not hold out false hopes. It 
is clear to him that the forces 
of collapse are winning. 
Afrikaner nationalism is an 
instrument of cultural defense 
against the English and of ra- 
cial defense against the na- 
tives, strengthened by the 
passions that endure from the 
Boer War, de Kiewiet ex- 
plains. Unlike most colonists, 
these people have no other 
hope than Africa, for the 
modern world has passed by 
this stern, patriarchal folk. 
Afrikaners not only hold 


natives in bondage, they are 
in bondage themselves, tied 
by illusions, the author de- 
clares. They think it possible 
to preserve a social order 
their own economic activities 
are destroying. None has any 
practical idea of how to 
achieve complete apartheid. 
The most realistic program 
offered, the Tomlinson Re- 
port, would still leave 6,000,- 
000 blacks living and work- 
ing in the “all white” area in 
the year 2000. . 

The antt-native policy of 
the Strijdom government, 
“starving hope and feeding 


anger,” is only undercutting 
what voices of moderation 
there are in the black com- 
munity, de Kiewilet believes. 
Yet if the native is to pro- 
gress, Le., become a Western 
man, he needs the white man 
as teacher just as much as 
the white man needs him.

HAL BORLAND I8 A LITERATE, observant and 
highly articulate countryman. He calls himself a countryman, 
not a farmer, and he makes his living by writing. For all the 
nature writers and essayists we have in this country, none 
writes more beautifully of the world of nature around him, 
nor is a more sympathetic observer. 

Others of this ilk—and there are many: Alan Devoe, Edwin 
Way Teale, Lewis Gannett, to list a few—may be greater 
specialists on certain facets of nature, but Borland covers all 
the fields, And an interesting fact intrudes: most of these 
nature writers ¢ither,were born or live in New England. There 
must be something in that land and that climate that makes a 
man, even the traditional close-mouthed Yankee, more ob- 
servant and more appreciative of the world around him. The 
phrase, “The flowering of New England,” does not always 


apply to the literary world. 


These two are beautiful books, brought out in artistic per- 
fection by a publisher who thinks books should look good as 
well as read well. “This Hill, This Valley” has drawings by 
Peter Marks, delicate lined artistries on many pages. “An 
American Year,” which is a reissue of a volume first plb- 
lished in 1946, contains 63 woodcuts by' Alexander Anderson. 
The books are bound alike, in contrasting colors. 

For content, they can be dipped into at any spot, read for 

a moment with rewarding response, or read through. The little 
essays are accounts of country living in western Connecticut, 
the change of seasons, the vagaries of weather, the orderly 
unfolding of nature—in field and flower and wildlife. 
MOST OF THE ESSAYS were written first -as nature 
editorials for the New York Times. Thus, for a newspaper 
(and as Mr. Borland always writes) they are lucid, detailed, 
and not esoteric or dreamy. A city man or woman can sit in 
his apartment with traffic rumbling by outside and be carried 
away to a still night on a quiet hillside in the country. Many 
readers may be carried away literally, eventually, and find 
themselves taking up residence on the land, hoping to join 
Mr. Borland in his contentment and the obvious richness of 
his life. The gardener, the fisherman, the bird and animal 
lover, the botanist and¥man who feels a kinship with his 
neighbors will find rewarding passages in these books. 

Though he lives and writes from Connecticut, Mr. Borland’s 
essays are not all about that countryside, for he travels occa- 
sionally, in the interest of his writing, and observes the land 
in other parts of America. He was born in Colorado, and an 
earlier book, “High, Wide and Lonesome,” is an account of his 


boyhood in that rugged country. 


One reviewer has referred to Mr. Borland’s writing as 
“quietly glowing language.” That, of course, is part of the 
charm of these books. Another lies in a particular sentence 


in “This Hill, This Valley”: 


“Last night I listened to a long harangue by a man who is 
full of the world’s ills, and today I took a walk up our hillside 
and found that though a hundred things may be wrong, a 


thousand things are right.”

THIS VOLUME completes 
a somewhat unusual publish- 
ing venture. It is a compan- 
ion work to “People,” “Places” 
and “Things,” which were re- 
viewed in these columns re- 
cently (Post-Dispatch, May 6). 
The subtitle of this one, like 
its predecessors, reveals that 
it is not an ordinary run-of- 
‘the-mill publication: “A vol- 
ume of ideas, notions and 
emotions, clear or confused, 
which have moved the minds 
of men.” 

Such a subtitle makes it 
definitely a book hard to 
classify. And the publishers 
admit this by saying, “We 
hope this volume, designed 
not to be too solemn or too 
academic, not to be an en- 
cyclopedia nor yet to be triv- 
ial, will give its readers enter- 
tainment as well as informa- 
tion.” 


The ideas, numbering 183, 
are taken from practically ev- 
ery field of thought: philoso- 
phy, theology, science, psycho- 
analysis, economics, politics, 
art. They range all the way 
from the Absolute to Yoga, 
with such topics as Art for 
Art’s Sake, Determinism, Le- 


viathan, Mrs. Grundy, the 


Pursuit of Happiness, Philis- 
tinism, McCarthyism, Puri- 
tanism, Papal Infallibility. 
The selection shows no dis- 
position on the part of the 
editors to be other than hap- 
hazard in their inclusions.

A strange 
omission is a table of con- 
tents, nor is there an index. 


ON THE OTHER SIDE 
of the ledger is the much 
fuller treatment given to 
ideas here than in most en- 
cyclopedias, The Britannica, 
for instance, in its fourteenth 
edition gave only a single 
paragraph to such topics as 
Land of Cockaigne, Social 
Contract, Nihilism, whereas 
“Ideas” gives to each of these 
three or four columns. This, 
together with the fact that 
the articles are, taken as a 
whole, well and interestingly

Darkness Not

“THE MOON rose red in 
the dark night across the bay, 
red as blood. The wind, 
blowing offshore, enveloped 
sea and island with a sense 
of danger, the acrid tang of 
smoke.” On such a night the 
good people on Fox Island 
should have pulled the covers 
over their heads to shut out 
the sinister darkness but six 
of them were roaming about 
for one reason or another. 
That is, all but pretty Jeanne 
Marie and her young brother- 
in-law, Dick Wallace. They 
were lying in the girl’s bed- 
room of the little house at the 
head of Lost Creek shot to 
death.

The Insult No Longer a Widely Practiced Public Art

BOSTON, May 18 (AP)—A 
State Department spokesman 
said tonight that the proposed 
international atoms - for - peace 
agency would be able to supply 
to Communist satellite countries 
atomic fuels provided to the 
agency by the United States. 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Francis O. Wilcox argued how- 
ever, that this would occur only 
if Red nations opened them- 
selves to international inspec- 
tion. He defended the possi- 
bility as a step in the develop- 
ment of co-operation between 
the Western powers and the 
Soviet bloc. 

In an address prepared for 
the United World Federalists, 
Wileox declared it would be 
“disastrous” for American 
leadership in the atomic energy 
field if the United States per- 
mitted the proposed agency to 
come into existence without 
American membership. 

A treaty providing for the 
agency is now before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 
Senate approval of a treaty is | 
necessary before it can be rati- 
fied by the President. 

President Eisenhower initiated 
the movement which resulted 
in the present treaty when he 
told the United Nations in 1953 
that the United States wanted 
an international atomic pool. 
The major function of this 
organization would be to collect 
atomic fuel and “know-how” 
from the great powers and pro-

A two-year lease agreement 
by which Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity will operate a residence 
center at Shurtleff College, Al- 
ton, was approved in principle 
yesterday by officials of the two 
schools.

Southern Illinois will have an 
option to renew the lease at the 
end of two years or to purchase 
the property. 

Directors of the state uni- 
versity had approved the lease 
Thursday, but Shurtleff officials 
did not act until yesterday. 

One piece of Shurtleff prop- 
erty, a two-story frame building 
at 3129 Leverett street, Alton, 
was excluded from the agree- 
ment. It will continue in use 
by the Baptist Student Religious 
Foundation. Swaim said the 
Shurtleff board retained the 
bufiding to fulfill its obligation 
to the religious life of the cam- 
pus. The Shurtleff campus will 
provide facilities for about 500 
students.

Bold Ruler Wins Preakness; Iron Liege Runs Second 


0-1 SHOT, IS 
THIRD; NO. 6 
FOR ARCARO 


BALTIMORE, May 18 (AP)— 
They let Bold Ruler run his 
race today in the Preakness 
Stakes and the Wheatley Stable 
colt humbled the Calumet 
Farm's favored Iron Liege in 
Maryland’s great 3-year-old 
classic. 

In as thrilling a race as 
ever has been witnessed at this 
old cavalry outpost, Eddie Ar- 
carro, Sunny Jimmy Fitzsim- 
mons and Co. got partially ever 
for the defeat Iron liege hand- 
ed them two weeks ago in the 
Kentucky Derby at Louisville. 
Not since 1948 and Citation has 
a derby winner captured the 
Preakness. 

Vice President and Mrs. Nix- 
on were among the crowd of 
32,856 which jammed Old Hill- 
top and screamed with excite- 
ment as Bold Ruler took the 
lead going into the backstretch 
and led the parade home by two 
big lengths over Willie Hartack 
and Iron Liege in the $113,800 
gallop. 

In fact, Iron Liege almost 
didn’t have second money of 
$25,000, as the despised 50 to 1 
shot, Inside Tract, closed with 
a rush and finished third. only 
a neck away from the Favored 
Calumet horse. It was two and 
a quarter lengths back to the 
fourth horse, Mrs. Ethel D. Ja- 
cob’s Promised Land, in the 
field of seven 3-year-olds. 

Inside tract, a fugitive from 
the claiming races, had never 
started in a stake race before, 
but he hauled down $15,000 for 
the D.&M. stable of Raymond 
De Brino of Valatie, N. Y., and 
Joseph Marino of Hudson, N. Y. 

No. 6 for Arcaro. 


This was the sixth Preakness 
victory for Arcaro, the fourth 
for the 82-year-old Sunny Jim, 
dean of American trainers, and 
the first for Mrs. Henry Car- 
negie Phipps, New York and 
Palm Beach, Fla., socialite. 

For the Calumet Farm of 
Mrs. Gene Markey, Lexington, 
Ky., it was a bitter blow, as 
many observers considered Iron 
Liege a solid colt who might 
sweep the Derby-Preakness-Bél- 
mont triple crown. Calumet 
did it with Whirlaway in 1941, 
and Citation in 1948—the last 
time it had been accomplished. 

But Hartack, and Trainer 
Jimmy Jones know how it feels 
to have a Derby winner come 


beat Calumet’s Fabius in the 
Derby, but two weeks later at 
Pimlico Fabius reversed the de- 
cision. — 

In fact, Bold Ruler didn’t 
even get in the money in the 
Derby May 4, although he was 
the favorite, winding up fourth. 

Now they'll have another go 
at it in the $100,000 Belmont 
Stakes in New York June 15, 
along with Gallant Man, Ralph 
Lowe’s colt who finished second 
in the Derby but skipped the 
Preakness. 

Arcaro hustled Bold Ruler 
out of the gate at the top of 
the Pimlico stretch, and Fed- 
eral Hill—the Derby pace-set- 
ter—came right along as ex- 
pected, with dron Liege third. 


As they whirled into the back- 
stretch, Bold Ruler began inch- 
ing away from, Federal Hill, 
and by the time they sailed into 
the far turn with less than half 
a mile to go, Eddie had a two- 
lengths lead as Iron: Liege took 
up the runner-up role. 

Whip Doesn’t Help. 


Bold Ruler had a length and 
a half edge after the mile in the 
mile and three-sixteenths af- 
fair, and showed no signs of 
giving up the ghost as Hartack 
flailed Iron Liege’s flanks with 
his whip. 

It did no good, and as they 
zoomed down the home stretch 
with about an eighth of a mile 
to go it was apparent that noth- 
ing was going to catch Bold 
Ruler, unless it was the income 
tax collector. 

But Arcaro, smelling his 
sweet 10 per cent cut of the 
$65,250 winner’s purse, took no 
chances. He laid on with the 
whip, and Bold Ruler was the 
first to greet the judges, al-

Frankie should settle down 
the team by assuring the boys 
they'll stay in St. Louis.” 

The Cardinals made 35 
errors in their first 27 games 
this season,

Story of Barney Ross. 


ARNEY ROSS, former 

welterweight and light- 

weight boxing champion 
of the world, is no stranger 
to St. Louis. He boxed one 
of his early fights here, de- 
feating Jackie Davis at The 
Arena, March 17, 1930, and 
in 1933 won a 10-round deci- 
sion over Joe Ghnouly. 

Ross has been in and out 
of this city many times since 
then on business or visiting 
friends. And now he comes 
back in the person of Cam- 
eron Mitchell in the motion 

icture, “Monkey on My 

ack,” opening at Loew’s 
State next Wetinesday. 

The movie is one of the life 
of Ross from the time he 
finished his boxing career 
and takes him through the 
fighting at Guadalcanal 
where, as a Marine, he won 
the Silver Star for gallantry 
in action. 

It was there he contracted . 
malaria and acquired a crav- 
ing for morphine, reportedly 
as a result of the treatment 
for the disease. 

After he had lost his job 
and his home and suffered 
other reverses, he entered a 
hospital for treatment of the 
habit. He was released as 
cured after four months and 
since then has worked as a 
publicity man. 

The picture, according to 
Ross himself, sticks very 
close to the story of his life 
although he has filed suit, 
charging defamatian of char- 
acter. 

Motion picture critics, no 
doubt, will describe the pic- 
ture as “strong,” meaning 
that it is a powerful argu- 
ment against the use of dope. 

To the uninitiated, it would 
seem that if any argument is 
needed on the subject here it 
is. Certainly the tortures de- 
picted as being endured by 
Ross should be a deterrent 
to anybody acquiring the 
habit. 

To one who has known Bar- 
ney for nearly 30 years, there 
are other aspects of the film 
which are surprising. You'd.

earnings in high living and 
in gambling on the horses 
and at dice. 

Again, Ross stated no 
longer ago than the first of 
May in Chicago that he had 
watched the making of the 
picture closely and attested 
its accuracy.

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Portable Atomic Power Plant 
Is Displayed by American Firm 


BALTIMORE, May 18 (AP)— 
A model of an atomic power 
plant which could supply all the 
electricity a town of 2500 needs, 
yet is completely portable, was 
unveiled today by the Martin 
Co. 

The plant could be carried to 
any spot in the world in eight 
standard cargo planes. Total 
of the entire layout is 
$2,500,000. 

Martin, the airplane and mis- 
sile manufacturer which has 
been working on the plant for 
two years, displayed a scale 
model of it at an Armed Forces 
day open house. 

Thomas Sisk, operations man- 
ager for the Martin power re- 
actor, said it would be ready 
for production after final tests 


next fall. Delivery would be 
guaranteed 18 to 24 months 
after that. 


A full-scale model of its com- 
pact reactor, lacking only the 
atomic fuel, has been in opera- 
tion at the Martin plant here 
for more than a year. 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion announced April 14 it was 
supplying Martin with a suf- 
ficient amount of Uranium-235 
to fabricate the tubular fuel ele- 
ments for final MPR tests. Mar- 
tin is now building a zero power 
test facility in which the final 
checks of the reactor are ex- 
pected to begin in September. 

In Eight Packages. 

The entire power plant, in- 
cluding all supplemental equip- 
ment and connecting pipes, 
comes in eight packages, each 
9-by-9-by-30 feet and weighing a 
maximum of 30,000 pounds each. 
Eight currently operating C-124 
or C-130 Air Force cargo planes 
could transport the entire plant 
to any spot on earth. 

The packages also could be 
floated up a jungle river on 
barges, could be carried in sub- 
marines or carried by truck or 
train. 

Each is made of a stainless 
steel honeycomb material and 
is designed to be the housing 


structure at the site of installa- 


on. 

The heaviest package of the 
MPR, weighing 42,900 pounds 
when assembled and meeting 
the 9-by-9-by-30-foot maximum 
dimensions, would house the 
nuclear reactor itself. It sepa- 
rates into two sections for air 
transportation and is buried in 
the ground which furnishes the 
necessary shielding. 

The other seven packages 
would sit on concrete pads 6 
inches thick, the only construc- 
tion needed at the site. Two of 
them house the turbine gener- 
ators. Two more house identi- 
cal air blast cooling units, each 
containing three fans to get rid 
of the excess heat and keep the 
system cool. And the other 
three packages hold auxiliary 
equipment like pumps, storage 
tank and control consoles. 

Heart a Reactor Core. 

The heart of the MPR is the 
reactor core, made up of about 
1700 steel-clad hollow tubes, 
each three-eighths of an inch in 
diameter and 26 inches long. 
Sandwiched between the outer 
and inner stainless steel walls 
of each tube is. the “atomic 
meat” of the reactor—a com- 
position of 79 per cent stainless 
steel particles and 21 per eent 
uranium oxide. 


The tubes are welded to- 
gether at their ends to form 
hexagonal-shaped bundles. 
About seven of these upright 
bundles make up the core of the 
reactor. 

Water pumped into the bot- 
tom at about 5000 gallons per 
minute is heated to about 519 
degree Fahrenheit as it passes. 
uniformly—inside and outside— 
through the length of the tubes. 

This atomically-heated water 
heats other water which pro- 
duces steam to turn the turbine 
generators which produce the 
electricity. The steam is then 
condensed back into water, de- 
aerated, or cleansed of air bub- 
bles and pumped back through 
the reactor.

Its total 
cost, including the building 
and swimming pool—about 30 
feet h 33 feet long and 10 
feet wide—is more than $2,000,- 
000. The reactor will be in 
operation next June. The United 
States gave $350,000 of the $2,- 
000,000 under President Eisen- 
hower’s atoms for peace plan. 

Damy said this reactor can 
produce radiosotopes faster 
than any swimming pool reactor 
ever built. The water in the 
swimming pool is used to slow 
down neutrons which in turn 
sets up the chain reaction. Im- 
mersed in the swimming pool is 
a lattice of uranium, 

“This reactor actually is more 
than just a tremendously pow- 
erful and expensive instrument 
for research,” said 42-year-old 
Damy. “What we learn from it 
may make it the key to Brazil's 
future.” 


receive applications from scien- 
tists throughout Brazil. The 
institute is part of the Univer- 
sity of Sao Paulo—from which 
Damy was graduated in 1937 
with his physics degree. Damy 
said that within a few years he 
expects the institute to have a 
staff of about 150, including 100 
scientists in all fields. The in- 
stitute now has only 14 scien- 
tists and 20 technicians. Eight 
of the scientists at present are 
studying abroad. 
Two Lines of Research. 

“There will be two lines of 
research with the reactor,” said 
Damy. “One is pure research 
in neutron physics, radio-chem- 
istry, nuclear engineering and 
other fields. The second goal is 
to produce radioisotopes for re- 
search and therapeutical uses. 

“First we must develop an 
institute staff. We will depend 
heavily on international co-op- 
eration. We expect to have for- 
eign scientists teaching our rl 
ture staff members oat Gears 
ing Brazilian nuclear amg 

“In a few years we should be 
able to build our own power re- 
actors. This is not a matter of 
two or five years, but perhaps 
in ten, Certainly im less than 
twenty.” 

Power reactors, the boon of 
the atomic age, produce heat by 
fission which in turn is used to 
generate electricity. For exam- 
ple, instead of the boiler in a 
conventional thermal plant, a 
power reactor is substituted. 

| is a very important 
problem for ‘Brazil since we 
have practically no coal of good 
quality and no great waterfalls 
near industrial centers,” Damy 
said. 

“Brazil's atomic energy com- 
mission, we scientists and those 
with their eyes to the future 
envision a time soon when a 
large part of our power will be 
produced by atomic energy.” 

The basis for Damy’s state- 
ment is revealed by a glance at 
Brazil’s economic position. 

Short of Foreign Exchange. 

Brazil spends about $300,000,- 
000 annually for imported oil to 
run its industry. Thus the na- 
tion finds itself short in foreign 
exchange, which, for trade with 
other countries, has much more 
importance than its own cur- 
rency. 

“If we spend our own cruzel- 
ros (Brazilian monetary unit) 
within the country to build re- 
actors,” Damy said, “the foreign 
curren could be used for 
essential products on the for- 
eign market other than oil. 
Even if the actual cost is more, 
it is better for us to save on 
our foreign currency.” 

Atomic energy for industrial 
purposes is expensive and per- 
haps it would foolhardy for 
a nation with cheaper resources 
for energy to venture upon such 
a path. But for Brazil, Damy 
said, atomic development is the 
cheap path. 

Naturally, even on this road, 
there are problems. For one 
thing, Damy said, “we do not 
have large known deposits of 
uranium to be used as fuel.” 

Damy said, however, that 
“most of the work in prospect- 
ing still is to be done. We do 
have a few small mines which

Murals for New York State

» KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 18) th 


Thomas Hart Benton is put- 
ting the finishing touches on 
his latest major work, two 
murals for the Power Authority 
of the State of New York. 

The murals depict the dis- 
covery of the St. Lawrence 
river more than 400 years ago 
and Indian life there at the 
time. They will decorate a wall 
of the foyer of the authority's 
atiministration building, to be 
constructed at the Massena, 
N.Y.. site of the St. Lawrence 
seaway power project. 

The artist said he would fin- 
ish the two 6-by-7 foot panels 
this month. He has been work- 
ing on them seven days a week 
since January. His studio, for- 
merly stables behind his 32- 
room stone mansion in Kansas 
City, is cluttered with the 
éketches and plasterine sculp- 
tures of models that were part 
of the preliminary work. 

Plans call for installing the 
panels at Massena next spring.

Robert Moses, chairman of 
the authority, gave the muralist 
the $21,000 commission a year 
ago. Since then Benton has 
perfected his plan to portray 
as much of the area’s important 
aboriginal history as possible in 
the space allowed him. 


The two murals will flank a 
decorative 21-foot-long map of 
the St. Lawrence. Each paint- 
ing, done in egg tempera to 
hold the rich colors, is part of 
'a whole, but each also has its 
‘own special setting and signifi- 
cance. 

The first panel shows the 
French discovering the river 
and the Indians in 1534. A 
friendly Seneca chief, followed 
by others, takes a cross from 
Jacques Cartier, while the ex- 
plorer’s armed party watches. 
‘The French square-riggers are 
}anchored in the background. 

“The other panel,” Benton 
said, “shows the Indians discov- 
| ering the French near Montreal 
on Cartier’s voyage up the river 
the next year. This was a mo- 
mentous discovery for the In- 
dians because it meant the be- 
ginning of the end of their cul- 
ture.” 

Seneca in Warpaint. 

The central figure in this 
panel is a life-size Seneca in 
warpaint, brandishing club and 
bow symbolic of the Indian re- 
sistance that developed when 
the Iroquois tribes realized that 
the French intentions were not 
altogether neighborly. 

This mural also offers a look 
at an Iroquois fortified village 
and depicts the most important 
home-grown products of the 
largely agricultural Indians— 
corn, tobacco, sunflowers, pump- 
kin and squash.

We owe such modern miracles 
to the development of a sound 
recording process known as 
magnetic tape recordings, just 
tape, for short. This is not to 
say that only magnetic tape 
made these things possible. It’s 
just that they probably wouldn't 
have happened otherwise. Be- 
cause such is the virtue and

‘versatility of this process that 


just about anything can happen 
in the field of sound reproduc- 
tion and often does. 

In the office, tape can be 
your secretary. It can even 
keep your books. Tape is now 
being used by large companies 
in huge automatic computing 
machines and tape can remem- 
ber endless rows of figures. The 
story is told of the hapless 


bank clerk who pressed the 
wrong button. 
“Ye .gods,” he. exclaimed, 


“I've just erased all the ac- 
counts receivable.” 

At home the tape recorder 
can be used for everything from 
providing music to preserving 
the new baby’s first yelp. Bash- 
ful young swains have used 
tape to propose to their sweet- 
hearts, and geologists have 
learned that tape will catch the 
beautiful sound that bounces 
back from reservoirs of oil.

This stuff called tape, which 
has virtually revolutionized 
sound recording in recent years, 
doesn’t look like much. It’s a 
strong, brown plastic ribbon a 
quarter of an inch wide and 
two-thousandths of an inch 
thick? It is shiny on one side, 
dull on the other, which is the 
side that catches the sound. 

The dull side is coated with 
particles of iron oxide, a mere 
10,000,000 particles to the inch, 
give or take a particle.

“We get a lot of people who 
want to be on television,” said 
Mrs. Bixler. “They come in 
and make tape recordings, and 
a lot of them sound as good 
to me as the people who are 
on television. 

“But it’s amazing how many 
things people use tape for. 
People who are going to make 
speeches come in and make it 
on tape, and then study it to 
see how it sounds. Music stu- 
dents use it to find the flaws 
in their playing. 

“We tape a lot of weddings 
nowadays. We go to the church 
before the wedding and place 
the boom microphone over the 
altar. Then we have another 
mike by the singers. The tape 
recorder is back out of sight. 
We get the entire ceremony 
with music on tape. 


“Some people have rented 
tape recorders to take to the 
maternity wards to record the 
baby’s first sounds. 

“Then we tape all kinds of 
parties. Not long ago we did a 
twenty-fifth wedding anniver- 
sary party. As each guest ar- 
rived he was asked to say some- 
thing for the record. And not 
long ago a man came in with 
one of those wooden duck calls 
and made a long tape of duck 
calls.”

death to a commercial. That 
was, for many years, axiomatic, 
though I never understood why. 
Humor was supposed to rub off * 
on the product, soiling it ir- 
remediably in the minds of the 
prospective customers. But, if 
you listen to the radio much, 
you must have noticed a great 
change in the mood of com- 
mercials—at least, of some 
commercials—in the last years. 

For instance, there is the 
Beachnut coffee parody on a 
soap opera in which Penelope, 
girl taxidermist, almost loses 
Stacey, the world adventurer, 
because she is using the wrong 
coffee. This is pretty close to 
being a parody on all com- 
mercials and a few years ago it 
would have been considered a 
sacrilege. Today, there are a 
lot of them.

The Piel's beer commercials 
which were conceived by Ed 
Graham and are voiced by 
Bob Elliott and Ray Goulding, 
are given most of the credit 
for popularizing funny com- 
mercials—but actually humor- 
ous commercials go clear back 
to the crystal set days. There 
is still more himor on radio 
than on television. One rea- 
son for this is that radio is 
becoming increasingly slanted 
to teen-agers and the kids 
like humor.

again like beer and cigarettes. 
You ought not, “Sponsor” 
warns, to try and sell either 
insurance or cemetery lots 
with humor. It is considered 
risky to try and sell expensive 
things like cars with humor 
but actually humor has been 
creeping inte auto commer- 
cials for the last couple of 
years.

Just as humor is gaining 
ground, you'll be happy to learn 
that the irritation or shock type 
of commercial is losing it. This 
is the sort of repetitive infu- 
riate-the-listener-into - listening 
type of commercial pioneered 
by the late George Washington 
Hill. Once considered one of 
the most effective ways to ad- 
vertise, admen now think the 
listeners just turn their ears off 
when this sort of commercial

“Silver-plat- 
ed,” he remarked. “The victim 
probably was a jeweler.” 


The first break occurred when 
Mrs. Evelyn Rappaport entered 
the Long Beach station house 
and reported that her husband, 
Samuel J. Rappaport, 65 years 
old, was missing. 

She said he was a jewelry 
salesman. 

The desk officer promptlv 
notified the detective squad 
working on the murder case. 

Mrs. Rappaport explained that 
her husband at one time was 
a wealthy jeweler with a shop 
on Nassau Street at the edge of 
Wall Street. He did a thriving 
business with brokers and plung- 
ers but the stock market crash 
forced him out of business. Un- 
able to get together enough 
capital to open another store, 
he was reduced to selling — 
novelty jewerly which he sol 
to individuals, canvassing homes 
and business places. He carried 
his wares in a leather briefcase.

LIST of prospective custom- 
A ers was found in Rappa- 

port’s dresser drawer and 
detectives were assigned to 
check on the names. 

The investigator found that 
Rappaport, a dapper man with 
his briefcase always clutched 
under his arm, had been a fa- 
miliar figure to many winter 
residents of the ocean city. 

He enjoyed startling his 
listeners by bringing out a 
huge red stone which he said 
was a ruby worth $36,000. On 
other occasions he unrolled a 
package of glittering stones 
which he said were diamonds 
worth $126,000. 

When officials questioned Mrs. 
Rappaport about these gems 
she revealed that they were 
paste imitations of valuable 
jewels he had once owned. 

“It doesn’t hurt anybody and 
makes people respect me.” he 
told his wife when she protested. 

Meanwhile reports from the 
various detectives kept pour- 
ing into Inspector King’s of- 
fice. Mrs. Edmund Kunst on 
East Beech Street in Long 
Beach, whose name was on the 
list found in Rappaport’s dres- 
ser drawer, told Detectives 
John Madden and Thomas Bon- 
onza that the jeweler had called 
at her home several days be- 
fore he was killed but she did 
not buy anything from him. He 
then asked her if she would 
pawn some jewelry for him at 
the Provident Loan Society in 
Manhattan, but she refused to 
do so. 

One of the wholesalers ques- 
tioned stated that Rappaport 
had been in New York City on 
Monday, the day before he was 
killed and took out a $1250 jewel- 
ed watch on consignment. He 
told the wholesaler that he had 
a prospective customer for the 
expensive piece. If he failed to 
sell it he would return the watch.

“House dust is one of the 
commonest causes of allergies,”

airborne soot and ash that float 
into her home. That is not dust 
to us. The dust we are after 
is decomposed proteins from 
the breakdown of wool, cotton 
and other organic materials in 
the home—such as pillows and 
upholstery stuffing.”

THE FOREIGN PROTEINS 
in this dust, breathed into the 
body, cause the allergic reac- 
tion, which is marked by low- 
ered blood pressure and shock 
symptoms. 

Dr. Weiner geta ‘his dust from 
mattress manufacturers and up- 
holstering firms. If you have 
any idea of sending your boy 
through college by selling Dr. 
Weiner the dust from your old 
sofa, please abandon the 
thought. “As of now,” he said, 
“we are satisfied with our 
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present sources of supply.’ 

he 4000 pounds of rough 
dust he uses each year go 
through eight purification 
stages and emerge as 10 to 20 
pounds of pure house dust con- 
centrate, enough for 2,000,000 
inoculation shots. The stuff no 
longer really then is a dust, but 
a brown syrupy mixture that 
looks like molasses. 

As many as 42 injections may 
be required to provide immu- 
nization, plus a booster shot 
each month. Isn't there a sim- 
pler way for a housewife to over- 
come house dust allergy? 

“No matter how dust-free a 
woman keeps her own home,” 
said Dr. Weiner, “she can't con- 
trol the dust in other places she 
goes, such as restaurants, mov- 
ies, hotels and other people's 
homes. 

“The only other solution I 
know would be for her to walk 
around in a space helmet.”

Fabric Designers Have Given This Material Crease-Resistant, sk Possibilities, Silky Surface

‘6 OTTON” is the magic 
C word that gives assur- 
ance of a fashionable St. 
Louis summer. Whether they 
are shopping for active sports 
clothes, for lingerie, for tai- 
lored themes, or for frilly eve- 
ning modes, women study the 
labels and choose the cottons. 
Nine out of every 10 purchases 
being made at this season of 
the year have a cotton basis, 
according to estimates provided 
by the stylists. 


Increased interest in cotton 
during the last few. weeks isn’t 
entirely due to the cotton itself 
although sheerer, finer quali- 
ties are noteworthy, but to the 
ingenious way in which the 
fabric designers have given this 
material such new features as 
crease-resistance, “drip-dry” 
possibilities, and a silky, pol- 
ished surface, A blend of syn- 
thetic treads with the cotton 
fibers frequently has something 
to do with the finished effect. 
Beautiful appearance as well as 
practical assets contribute to 
the general appeal of the cotton 
fashions. 


Highlighted among the cot- 
ton fashions that typify the 
summer season are “around 
the’ clock” costumes designed 
for versatile use. Prominent 
among these are the printed 
cotton jacket ensembles, many 
of which look like they are 
made of silk. The silk prints, for 
example, are plentiful as are 
the textured cottons that have 
the feel and aspect of linen. 
Coat and dress ensembles are 
striking, too, for travel and all- 
occasion wear. Vera Maxwell 
introduces a cotton ottoman 
coat with a printed dress that 
will serve many summer needs. 
Pauline Trigere has designed a 
slim dress in sheer horizontal 
pin-striped cotton. The side 
sections of vertical stripes cre- 
ate the illusion of added slim- 
ness in contrast to the hori- 
zontal stripes. 


Not all of the “quick” change 
fashions for summer consist of 
dresses with jackets or coats. 
Some transform their appear- 
ance by the addition or sub- 
traction of a wide collar or a 
sheer yoke. One square, low- 
necked cotton dress, for ex- 
ample, has a detachable white 
organdy gilet to add a tailored 
effect. when the wearer wants 
to look dignified and trim. By 
removing the gilet and adding 
colorful jewelry, the same dress 
is worn for dining and dancing. 
Little capes and weskits like- 
wise are successful in adding 
to the service of a summer 
dress. One ensemble by Wil- 
liam Fox consists of a slim 
sheath made of pink aad white 
striped cotton, and a shaped, 
sleeveless weskit. Ingenue 
puffed sleeves which are bound 
in white are accented with 
white bows follow the decora- 
tion of a demure round collar. 

Many of this season's cottons 
have a sheer quality that adds 
to their very feminine, dainty 
appearance. New versions of 
old-fashioned, floral printed ba- 
tistes and of pastel tinted voiles 
are appearing for full-skirted, 
low-necked dresses and for 
those popular shirtwaist frocks. 
Pleated skirts are plentiful, the 
pleats treated to guarantee 
them a degree of permanency 
that has not previously been at- 
tained. Cummerbunds of pol- 
ished cotton or sashes of velvet 
ribbon adorn many of these 
full-skirted dresses. 

Contrasting with the sheer 
cottons are the combinations of 
sheer and thicker weaves. Typ- 
ical of this alliance is a cotton 
chiffon Empire-styled dress by 
Oleg Cassini. This has a sheer 
skirt topped with a cotton bro- 
eade bodice accented with but- 
tons and bows. Herbert Sond- 
heim has used pique and em- 
broidered it in an all-over pat- 
tern for the heavier effect. A 
bold black and white rattan 
print by Luis Estevez is another 
fashion contradicting the vogue 
of sheerness.

Construction of a water reser- 
voir (to hold 10,000,000 gallons) 
for the Granite City Steel Co. 
is nearing completion at the 
Granite City Plant, with M. H. 


Wolfe & Co. of Granite City as 
general contractor. Sverdrup & 
Parcel, St. Louis engineering 
company, has designed and is 
supervising construction of the 
project. Cost,has been estimated 
at $1,000,000. 

Some 3620 cubic yards of con- 
crete will go into the reservoir 
and a pump house which is be- 
ing erected as an integral unit 
of the job. 

Seven thousand square feet 
of forms are being used to pour 
the walls and footings. A special 
type of form is being used that 
permits placement of movable 
sections of forms at intervals to 
provide for pouring lower levels 
of the walls without lifting mix 
to*the top of the wall during 
initial stages of each pour. This 
h*s permitted qa minimum use 
of walers (inside braces to hold 
forms spread to proper width 
until the pour is made) and 
braces (to keep forms from 
spreading too far out of line 
under weight of green concrete). 
Moreover, it has made possible 
continuous pours of sections of 
wall 50 feet long, 15 inches 
wide and 17 feet high. 

The reservoir is to be 437 
feet by 223 feet, six inches, 
over all, with about 36 feet 
width in the pump house at one 
end. The reservoir is to be di- 
vided down the middle of its 
length by a.12-inch thick wall, 
13 feet high. The inner wall 
will permit draining, cleaning 
and repairing if needed, of one- 
half the tank at a time. 

Blast furnace slag has been 
specHiced as aggregate in the 
entire project and is producing 
a smooth surfaced high density 
conerete, engineers indicated. 
This is believed to be a “first,” 
since there had been some ques- 
tion about the use of slag as 
aggregate in this type of project. 

Flooring has been poured six 
inches deep and footings ranged 
from 15 inches to two feet in 
depth. 

Because there Was some ques- 
tion soil stability ‘(considering 
the load) nearly a mile of rub- 
ber waterstops, nine inches 
wide and one and one quarter 
inches thick are being used in 
expansion joints in the reser- 
voir. The rubber-type material 
is designed to provide for 
enough flexibility to prevent 
cracking of the tank at any 
point if earth movement occurs 
and yet to keep the tank water- 
tight at all times. 

Every other section of wall 
(about 50 feet long on the 
average—in some cases includ- 
ing a corner) is poured with a 
space between. The rubber joint 
strips are put into place and 
the missing section of wall is 
poured against the joint strips 
between the first two sections 
that were poured. 

Vuleanizing of the rubber wa- 
terstops is being done on the 
job to provide a continuous 
bond. ,

Driving piling in the river for 
a pier strong enough and high 
enough to support loaded rail- 
way cars so they can meet boats 


and barges for transfer of cargo 
takes a bit of doing the first 
time it is done, but replacing 
individual units of piling in a 
railway pier after they've start- 
ed to rot out... that takes 
quite a bit more doing. 

Vollmar Bros. Construction 
Co., which has just finished a 
renewal job on a Mississippi 
river pier for the Alton & 
Southern Railroad (on the Illi- 
nois side of the river opposite 
south St. Louis) found it to be 
a bit of a task. 

Every unit of the supporting 
structure is so vital to the whole 
that only one at a time could be 
removed and replaced, while 
use of the pier by the railroad 
and dockage alongside by boats 
went on practically undisturbed. 

There are 10 poles in a row 
all the way back through the 
pier. The first 10 at the river 
end had to be replaced, together 
with five others farther back to- 
ward the bank. 

It went something like this: 
A single old pile was cut off at 
the waterline with a chain saw. 
The upper section was detached 
from ‘the sill under the pier 
floer and floated away. Then a 
derrick boat, equipped with a 
pile driver, moved a new, creo- 
soted pile, about 85 feet long 
and two feet in diameter, into 
position and drove it about 35 
feet into the bed of the river 
alongside the stub of the old 
pile, at the edge of the sill. 

When driven to the required 
depth, the new pile was cut off 
at the top and warped into place 
under the sill. A king-sized nail, 
three feet long and seven-eighth 
inch in diameter, was driven 
through the flooring, through 
the sili, and deep into the pile, 
anchoring it in place. Then new 
diamond bracing connecting the 
new pile to piling in back of it, 
was bolted into place. 

Part of a steel shed at the 
end of the pier was moved out

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Keyes Sees 
Shortages 


Of Housing 


MIAMI BEACH—This nation 
Is suffering a “housing deficit 
in most areas—a serious home 
shortage,” Kenneth S. Keyes, 
Miami, president of the Nation- 
al Associatign of Real Estate 
Boards, warned here Thursday. 

Speaking before the South- 
eastern Clinic of the Mortgage 
Bankers Association of er- 
ica, he predicted, however, that 
the near future will see a re- 
action from this complacency 
with insufficient building that 
will allow the private housing 
industry to move ahead in step 
with the general economic trend 
to meet the “increasingly strong 
demand for homes in the year 
ahead.” 

With the national economy at 
record or near-record levels, 
with housing vacancies declin- 
ing, and with indications point; 
ing to a basic demand for about 
1,200,000 dwelling units a year, 
“it is a matter of serious con- 
cern that home production has 
been permitted to fall to the 
seasonally adjusted annua] rate 
of only 880,000 units in March,” 
Keyes said. 

Reporting that since Jan, 1 
he had personaliy visited key 
cities in more than 20 states, he 
added that he had found only 
two or three cities in which 
there appeared to be an over- 
production in housing, and even 
in these it was limited to homes 
in certain price brackets. 


In no Danger. 


“We can safely say that we 
are not in danger of over-build- 
ing—that the curtailment of 
mortgage credit which some of 
our money-managers must have 
felt was necessary to prevent a 
surplus of homes, was indeed a 
mistake and that it has actually 
produced in most areas a hous- 
ing . deficit—a serious home 
shortage,” the Realtors’ execu- 
tive said. 

“We learned the hard way in 
the early postwar years that 
shortage is the scourge of our 
housing economy. It generates 


many problems, but solves none . 


of them... If realtors, builders,

Good gains were scored by 
the Amott-Baker Real Estate 
Bond and Stock Averages dur- 
ing April.

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Average FHA Home Buyer 
In '56 Used $11,000 Loan 


By ROBERT F. COLL 

WASHINGTON, D.C., (UP)— 
The typical home buyer who 
took out an FHA mortgage last 
year borrowed about $11,000. 

That represented about 86 
per cent of the total cost of 
the home. The typical purchas- 
er planned to pay off his note 
in about 25% years at a month- 
ly rate of $81.70. 

These and other character- 
istics of last year's FHA home 
buyer were revealed by FHA 
Commissioner Norman P. Ma- 
son. He drew this picture of 
the 1956 FHA mortgage home 
buyer: 

His average income was just 
over $6000 a year. 

His new home was bigger in 
floor space than the average 
for the previous year. 

He was more likely to have 
a garage. 

The number of rooms in his 
new house remained about the 
same as in 1955-542 rooms, 
three of which were bedrooms. 

Mortgages were taken out 
by persons ranging in salary 


from $2500 to $15,000 or more 
a year. “We serve people of 
all incomes,” Mason said. 

Mason's average buyer earned 
10 per cent more in 1956 than 
the previous year. Of his total 
earnings, 19.5 per cent went 
for housing expenses. This rep- 
resented a slight decline from 
1955.in the budget allotted for 
living quarters. 

This monthly expense was 
figured by the FHA at almost 
$105. It included. utilities and 
maintenance and the like as 
well as mortgage payments. 

The typical FHA valuation 
placed on the new house was 
more than $13,000—reflecting 
the trend toward more expen- 
sive homes being built by con- 
tractors. 

Adding to the cost of the 
total value was a 16 per cent 
climb in land values. 

The FHA said the price of 

*the average home site in 1956 
was about $1900. This repre- 
sented 14 per cent of the total 
appraisal for mortgage pur- 
poses, 


Doesn't Wife's Income 
Count?---Yes, Sometimes 


By HUGH L. MORRIS 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (INS) 
—The Federal Housing Admin- 
istration usually will not con- 
sider a wife’s income available 
to help pay off a mortgage if 
she is likely to quit work in 
eight years or so. 

That is a simple fact which 
has been subject to widespread 
misunderstanding and misinter- 
pretation in recent times. 

As FHA gently phrases it, the 
agency tries to determine if her 
employment is “characteristic 
of family life’—that is, wheth- 
er she is a young wife about to 
start a family or a mother who 


has returned to work after her 
children were born. 

The FHA has been accused 
quite often lately of not taking 
a working wife’s income into 
consideration when deciding 
whether a family is able to 
meet payments on an FHA-in- 
sured mortgage.. 

As a matter of fact, a recent 
spot check of actual applica- 
tions showed that the wife's in- 
come was considered as part of 
the permanent family income 
in two out of every three cases. 
When it was not considered as 
regular income, the application

Time Now 
To Plant 


Dahlias 


By JERRY RRY LUDWIG 

Greater St, Louis Dahlia Society. 

Now is the time to plant 
dahlias, the kings and queens 
of the "garden in late summer 
| and early fall. There are many 
types and varieties of dahlias, 
small pom poms, medium cac- 
tus and giant cactus, single col- 


giants 10 to 12 inches across 
and 4 to 6 inches in depth. 
The colors are many, from 
soft pastels to dark deep tones | 
and bi-colors; every color with | 
the exception of blue. 
| This year more than any oth- 
er year, aS many growers as 
possible should grow these 
mighty giants, as the St. Louis 
Dahlia Society will be the host 
of the Mid-West Dahlia Show 
and Conference at Shaw’s Gar- 
den Sept. 28 and 29. The last 
| Mid-West show held here was 
in 1946. 


the ground is between the sec- 
ond week in May to the second 
week in June, when all danger 
of frost is past. 

Dahlia plants should be set 
in their permanent place in the 
garden in a well drined soil. Al 
sunny location is preferable, but 
they will do well in six to eight 
hours of sunshine each day. 

In planting, aftér the hole 

is dug, 
ganic materials into the earth 
at the bottom of the hole and 
around the sides, then knock 
the plant out of the pot, place 
it in the hole and water thor- 
oughly, at the time of planting, 
place a stake along side for 
tying the plant to later on. If 
the stake is placed at a later 
date the root stock may be in- 
| jured. 
| Care of dahlias after they | 
are growing is an easy matter. 
—— at least once a week 
in the early growing stages. 
Later in the summer put mulch 
on the ground around the 
plants. It helps to keep the 
ground cool and protects the 
small feeder roots which have 
developed. 

After plants are a foot high, 
or have four or five pairs of 
leaves, pinch out top center 
of plant. This will encourage 
side growth and make plant 
bushy, which also helps to 
shade the ground around plant. 
For the large giant type, dah- 
lias, grow four to six flowers 
to each plant, pinching out all 
side growth, 

The most common pests of 
dahlias are thrips, leafhoppers, 
aphis, and red spider. The first | 
|two can be controlled by the 
use of D.D.T. or chlordane | 
spray or dust, the latter two | 
by malathion.

Keyes said. “Home buying is 
a form of thrift, a plan of sav- 
ings. A high volume of home 
buying

well-being of our people and 
in the undergirding of the 
American way of life.” 

Sees Relaxation. 

Maintaining that it was a 
“mistake to assume that the 
basic production of homes 
served as a secondary sort of 
demand—something that could 
readily postponed,” 
speaker declared that there is 
an “increasingly strong demand 


' for homes in the year ahead.” 


With the factors making up 
this demand becoming more ap- 
arent, Keyes said, “we see the 
eginning of an easing in the 
home credit situation.” 

He cited as evidence some 
lessening of discounts on Fed- 
eral Housing Administration-in- 
sured 5 per cent mortgages, the 
relaxation of Federal Home 
Loan Bank regulations to allow 
member institutions to buy 
loans originated by other asso- 
ciations, and the omnibus hous- 
ing bill passed by the House 
of Representatives last week 
which cuts FHA down payment 
requirements and strengthens 
the ability of the Federal Na- 
tional Mortgage Association to 
buy mortgages on the secon- 
dary market. 

“Therefore,” he concluded, 
“the near future seems to offer 
the removal of many of the 
controls that have kept hous- 
ing from keeping step with 
other key industries in our ex- 
panding economy.” 

Among the future needs of 
the industry, Keyes said, is that 
of “increasing the volume of 
low and moderately priced ren- 
tal housing.” 

“I am convinced that we can 
do this,” he assured the group, 

“through a sound use of the 
urban renewal program carried 
out with major emphasis on 
conservation.” 

He described the complete 
clearance and redevelopment of 
slum areas as necessarily “lim- 
ited in its application because 
of its tremendous cost” and un-

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With U.S. plans for launching satel- 
lites into space hastening along (as 
part of our participation in the 
forthcoming International Geophysi- 
cal Year), the Russians are busily 
dreaming up plans of their own. 
One of the most challenging is illus- 
trated in the drawing above, which 
appeared in a recent issue of Sci- 
ence and Life, a semi-technical 
Soviet publication. 

Unlike the U.S. three-stage rocket 
(the third stage being the satellite 
itself), this Soviet leap into space 
envisages a four-stage ensemble. 
As the diagram with the drawing 
shows, it unfolds in a succession of 
manned aircraft and radio-moni- 
tored rockets. 


Space satellite 
—Soviet style 


Initial takeoff is by a delta-wing 
jet, which carries a smaller plane 
piggyback. The smaller plane car- 
ries a rocket, which in turn carries 
the satellite. 

Reaching its ceiling, the delta 
wing catapults the smaller jet up- 
ward. This plane in turn eventually 
launches the rocket. The rocket goes 
as high as it can, finally launches 
the satellite, which keeps going until 
Earth's gravity overcomes its speed. 

Contrasted with the U.S. method, 
which does not call for manned air- 
craft, Soviets say their proposal 
would be cheaper (since planes are 
not expended), more efficient. As 
to whether it actually will prove out 
— watch the headlines. iM

HERE’S A SIMPLE, NO-NONSENSE PLAN TO LOSE EXTRA POUNDS, 


HE ATTRACTIVE young woman at left is Mrs. 

Gail Greenwell of Libertyville, Ili., a modern 

home-maker and mother of two. Seven months 
ago, Mrs. Greenwell—— who stands 5’3” — tipped 
the scales at 124 Ibs. Today, she weighs 110. 

Mrs. Greenwell took off those 14 unwanted, unat- 
tractive pounds by following a sane, simple regimen 
called the Basic Diet (lower left).

Part of the chore is squarely up to you. Part is up 
to your doctor. You need him to supervise your diet, 
because unsupervised dieting can be dangerous. You 
can become a malnutrition case or one who suffers 
“subnutrition,” shown by a listless, tired, rundown 
feeling that results from not eating the proper foods 
in adequate quantities. 

Your end of the diet bargain, according to Dr. 
Berryman, boils down to three major points: 

1) You must accept dieting as a health measure. 
In other words, you must realize that overweight can 
predispose to heart disease, high blood pressure, stom- 
ach trouble and a host of other ailments. In addition, 
obesity may cut your life expectancy one to five years. 
You must look upon dieting as health insurance. 


Tailored to Fit You 


2) You must learn about the basic calorie (energy) 
values of food. You have to know something about 
what you're eating. A calorie is a food-energy unit. If 
you consume 3,000 calories a day and expend only 
2,000 in normal work and leisure activities, the re- 
maining 1,000 will be stored as fat around your 
midsection or some other unwelcome area. Your doc- 
tor can give you information on the exact calorie 
values of various foods. 

3) You must recognize the social implications of 
overweight. Your chances of being “left out” socially 
and in your career are greater if you are overweight, 
sluggish and physically unattractive. 

Thus, to diet successfully, you must understand 
what you are doing and why. 

With that understanding — added to determina- 
tion.and patience — you are much more likely to ac- 
cept the Basic Diet and its many variations tailored 
to fit your desires. , 

The Basic Diet includes nutritious foods. They con- 
tain protein, minerals, vitamins in quantities neces- 
sary to keep your body functioning on a healthy level. 
These nutrients help build and repair body tissues, 
offset and guard against infection, build bones and 
teeth and assure that your blood carries out its vital 


function of bringing nourishment to the body. These 


are the vital jobs nutrients help to do. 

The Diet at left provides 1,200 calories a day. 
That’s more than enough for the average person who 
wants to lose weight. However, the Diet can be varied 


easily up or down in calories to fit the particular needs 
of particular dieters. . 

For instance, say your doctor finds that you ought 
to start on 1,500 or 1,700 calories a day. You can 
add meat or vegetables or some other recommended 
nutritious food to make up the calorie difference. 

Or say you should start with 1,000 calories a day: 
You simply reverse the process. 

The Basic Diet can operate on a basis of “substitu- 
tions” or on a sliding scale. Let’s assume that you 
cannot live without spaghetti. All right, substitute 
spaghetti for that potato. Or say you are in the habit 
of having a snack in the midafternoon. Well, you 
can have it, but simply cut out a “calorie-equivalent” 
at dinner. Or say that on a particular day you exceed 
slightly your calorie quota. You can make up for it 
the next day — provided you meet your quota of 
nutrients. 

Conversely, suppose that on 1,200 calories a day 
you lose weight too quickly. (The average is a pound 
or a pound and a half per week.) The Basic Diet can 
be augmented by 200, 300, 500 calories until you and 
your doctor find a formula that’s right for you. 

All that sounds fine, you say. But what do I actually 
get to eat with the Basic Diet? On page 14, Mrs. 
Greenwell shows you a typical breakfast, lunch and 
dinner adapted from the Diet. You need not have a 
rigid day-by-day meal schedule, because the Basic 
Diet permits any variation you like — just so long as 
nutritional and caloric standards are maintained. 

Let’s say for a moment that you try the Basic Diet, 
stick to it and lose the amount of weight suggested 
by your doctor. From this point, you will want to 
maintain your weight at its proper level. 


Proper Weight Formula 


Here again, you should use the Basic Diet as a 
starting point. 

The average woman aged 25 to 50, who leads a 
sedentary life, is 5’°2” and weighs 120 Ibs., will need 
about 600 calories above the basic minimum to main- 
tain her proper weight. Therefore her daily calorie 
total should be about 1,800. 

For the average man, 25 to 50, height 5’7” and 
143 Ibs., add 1,000 calories a day to the basic 1,200. 
For the moderately active woman, add 900 calories; 
for the moderately active man, add 1,400. For the 
very active man of this height and weight, whose daily 
work is physically strenuous, add 3,000. Very few 
women fall into the “very active” category.

DIET QUESTIONS ASKED 
OF DR. BERRYMAN 


Q Why are so many Americans overweight? 

A Our way of life favors obesity. Food is cheap, 
plentiful, enticingly packaged. Much of our social 
life centers around eating and drinking. 


Q@ Are more men or women affected? 

A More women seek care for overweight. How- 
ever, probably just as many men have weight prob- 
lems. Some men, studies show, think extra pounds 
guard against disease. 


Q Is that last idea true? 
A No. Excess pounds make you vulnerable to sick- 
ness and can even shorten your life. 


@ Are emotions related to overweight? 

A At times. Many people overeat to make frustra- 
tions and angers more bearable, or to produce a 
needed sense of satisfaction. 


Q@ Can you shrink your stomach? 
A No. But by sensible dieting you can decrease 
your desire for food — and reduce permanently. 


Q Can you go on a “food binge” one day and make 
up for it by eating lightly the next? 

A Yes. But it’s not wise. You're likely to get the 
feeling that dieting is persecution. 


Q Why should you eat a well-rounded breakfast? 
A For the nutritional benefits and because it 
raises your blood-sugar level. That, in turn, pre- 
vents the later “hollow stomach” feeling which 
might cause you to overeat at lunch. 


Q@ Are there “reducing” foods? 
A No. But there are valuable low-calorie and 
“no-calorie” foods. Ask your doctor about them. 


Q Can you diet “seasonally” and lose weight over 
the long haul? 

A Not usually. Watching those calories should be 
a year-round proposition. That does not necessarily 
mean rigid 12-month dieting. 


Q Is it easier to reduce if you're 40 pounds over- 
weight or only 10? . 

A Asa rule, the more you're overweight the easier 
it is to take off pounds. However, there are wide 
individual differences.

A drink ‘before dinner? Then 
you've had your dessert 


ONE DAY OF THE BASIC DIET 


BREAKFAST: Day’s first meal — eaten by Mrs. Greenwell 
— includes grapefruit (with non-caloric sweetener); cold 
cereal with half-cup of milk; slice of toast with pat of butter 
or a little jelly; coffee (any amount) without cream or sugar. 


LUNCH: This particular serving is a minimum meal, con- 
sisting of one small glass of milk; one egg, boiled; a lettuce- 
and-tomato salad (no dressing); ane slice of toast; one pat 
of butter.

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What foods to utilize to maintain 
your proper weight? Emphasize those 
shown in the Basic Diet. By eating 
them, you'll get needed vitamins to go 
with the calories. 

In everyday living, though, there's a 
cateh. We get many calories from so- 
called “pleasure foods.” We consume 
cocktails, candy, canapes, TV snacks 
and all the rest. 

Remember: These foods may be de- 
licious and wholesome, but if they are 
not chosen carefully, they'll contribute 
excess calories. 3 

Of course, an underweight person 
may want and need those calories. He 
may have to increase his intake above 
weight-maintenance levels—again, un- 
der a doctor’s supervision. 

But if you are now at your proper 
weight, and want to stay there, you can 
add several items to the Basic Diet and 
turn it into a weight-maintenance diet. 
These include lean meat, fish (except 
salmon or tuna), poultry, eggs (not 
fried), miost dairy products (except 
cheese or cream), fruits (except avo- 
cado), vegetables (except artichokes ) 
in any reasonable amount. 


Calorie Traps 


Remember: Many perfectly good 
foods are loaded with calories. A 
doughnut, for instance, packs 136 cal- 
ories; a chocolate malted, 562; a nor- 
mal serving of ice cream, 167; a ham- 
burger on a bun, 492; a peanut-butter 
sandwich, 220. Those and dozens of 
other “little smacks” cut sharply into 
your calorie quota per day if you're on 
a reducing diet or a weight-mainte- 
nance diet. 

Well, you say, how can I be realistic 
about calories? Here are some ideas: 

Some foods contain few if any calo- 
ries. Among them are coffee and tea 
without added sugar, cream or milk. A 
non-caloric sweetener does not add cal- 
ories to your fruit, tea or coffee. Carbo- 
nated (seltzer) water, like tap water, 
adds no calories. 

Bouillon and other clear soups — as 
well as jellied soups — have low ca- 
loric counts. That's true, too, of pickles 
and relishes. Salad dressings can be 
devised from tomato puree, grapefruit 
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diet 


and lemon juice with garlic salt or 
garlic. Or a vinegar dressing can be pre- 
pared from well-known recipes. 

Remember: One cocktail before din- 
ner means you eliminate dessert after 
dinner. From the calorie standpoint, 
you've already had your dessert. Inci- 
dentally, whiskey with plain, seltzer or 
quinine water contains about half the 
calories of a mixed or malt drink. 

If you must eat canapes at a party, 
take the boiled shrimp, not fried. Take 
the plain celery, not the kind with 
cheese in the center. Skip the dip. 

If you must eat before going to bed, 
save your dessert till then instead of 
having it at dinner. 

Skip warm rolls and butter before 
dinner. If you save them for later, you 
may not want them. 

At all meals, keep the meat lean and 
thin. Cut away visible fat. 

Let the children have milk shakes 
and ice-cream floats. You can learn to 
live without them. 

What about exercise? 

Well, it’s a fact that people who sit 
around tend to be heavier than their 
more active brothers and sisters. So 
walk more. Leave the car a few blocks 
from the office and walk from there. 

If you enjoy golf, tennis or other 
sports, keep at them. But cut down on 
that. high-calorie 19th hole with its 
long, cool sweet drinks and thick sand- 
wiches. 

Follow your doctor’s advice concern- 
ing calisthenics. Obviously, exercises

for a man of 30 may not be advisable at 
age 50 or 60. But simple stretching 
exercises are healthful at any age. if 
you're in normal condition. 

Rémember: The value of exercise lies 
not in the calories it melts off — which 
are very few — but in keeping you fit 
and in a “reducing frame of mind.” 
Exercise is a necessary jog to the mem- 
ory of a person who is reducing. 

So is the bathroom scale. In addi- 
tion, prescribed medicines may be 
worthwhile at some stage of your re- 
ducing routine. However, these are 
mainly“conscience needles.” Your own 
determination and desire are going to 
spell the difference between excess 
pounds and proper weight. 

Four Reminders 


Dr. Berryman also stresses: 

1) Taking off weight is not a game. 
There’s no easy, “miracle” way of do- 
ing it. 

2) The fad diets won’t work over 
any prolonged perjod. Most of them 
give you nothing to look forward to and 
end up as sheer torture. 

3) On any diet, different people 
will lose weight at different rates. So 
don’t be disappointed if even Dr. Ber- 
ryman’s doesn’t work for you immedi- 
ately. 

4) Successful dieting is a lifetime 
proposition. But it pays off in a health- 
ier and longer life. 

Remember those points — and use 
the Basic Diet as a yardstick. o

The Senate subway 


goes electronic 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
With a one-vote margin, Democratic 
Senators are taking no chances on los- 
ing it through an accident on the 
unique monorail subway that makes the 
760-foot run between the Senate offices 
and the Capitol building. They haye in- 
stalled special safety features that re- 
duce the risks — and thrills — of the 
twin, open-seated vehicles. 


SPECIAL FEATURE, new brake brings cor 
to a stop by applying pressure to the rail. 


Built 47 years ago, the subway still 
has a Toonerville Trolley look — but 
now proudly belongs to the electronic 
age. The once-simple dashboard today 
resembles an aircraft instrument panel. 
Should the 18-passenger car crash the 
speed barrier (14 mph), a red light 
blinks on and power is automatically 
shut off. An electronic overhead device 
near the terminals applies a powerful, 
660-Ib. brake if the car arrives doing 
over 7 mph.

the vehicle to a stop in 45 feet com- 
pared with the 106 feet it formerly 
took. In case this still is too sudden, 
crash pads cover exposed areas where 
senatorial heads might be bumped. 
The Senate subway makes the run 
between the Capitol grounds in 45 sec- 
onds and carries an estimated 2,000 
passengers daily. Before the safety 
measures it easily topped 20 mph. But 
the operator was obliged to estimate his 
speed by holding a wet finger in the air.

It’s pretty hectic making a liv- 
ing and being both mother and father, 
but we're doing it.” 

Muriel left behind a boy and a girl 
— Paulette, 9, and Brent, 6. So far, 
except for the nagging loneliness that 
never leaves him, they have been Paul's 
biggest concern. 

An hour after Muriel died, he came 
home from the hospital and, still weep- 
ing, called the children to him. 
“Babies,” he said gently, “God needed 
an angel in Heaven. He’s taken Mommy 
to be that angel.” 

The children burst into tears. Why, 
they asked, had God chosen their 
mommy? “Because,” answered Paul, 
his voice cracking, “God needs Mommy 
more than we do.” 

All three of them broke down and 
sobbed together. 

Later, at the funeral home, Paul saw 
that the older child, Paulette, was be- 
ginning to accept her mother’s death. 
Looking at Muriel, she whispered 


gravely: “Have a good time in Heaven, 
Mommy.” 


A Thought to Sleep On 


But for young Brent, the loss still 
stings. Recently, sick with mumps, he 
tossed and turned in bed, told Paul he 
couldn't sleep for thinking of his 
mother. “Think about her as much as 
you like,” Paul told him. “And remem- 
ber all the fun we had together.” 

Brent sat silent for a few minutes, 
then flopped over. “Okay, Daddy,” he 
said, “I guess I can sleep now.” 

But when Paul thinks about Muriel, 
he sometimes finds sleep difficult to 
come by. Quiet and intent-looking, he 
works himself hard by day at his job, 
maintaining machines. In the evenings 
he’s busy doing the domestic things 
Muriel used to do: shopping, attend- 
ing PTA meetings, helping with the 
dishes and cleaning. ( His mother, who 
has come to-live with the Bakers, gives 
him a big hand with this.) 

But after the work is done and the 
children put to bed, an aching loneli- 
ness sets in and Paul finds himself 
thinking about the tall, blue-eyed 
blonde from Minnesota he first met 
here 11 years ago. 

He was in the Navy then; Muriel was 
visiting here. They were engaged be- 
fore her visit was up. When Paul 
turned 20 and Muriel 19, they were 
married. They lived for a while in 
Minnesota, then Denver, before com-

RE EXCEPT ONTARIO 


What kind of summer jobs are there? 
Teenagers across the country have writ- 
ten me asking that question, and their 
interest has prompted this special column 
on the subject. 

To find an answer, I visited the Board 
of Education in Newark, N.J., which has 
placed excellent guidance and placement 
counselors in various junior and senior 
high schools. While there, I interviewed 
a number of students who hold part-time 
jobs or already have summer jobs lined up. 

Most students I talked with have one 
big reason for working:._ money. But many 
also are thinking of the future. A part-time 
or summer job, whether for pay or not, is 
one way of deciding on a career. 


A Hospital Job Ahead 


Ellen Rheingold is 16. As a freshman, 
Ellen studied typing; she now earns $1 an 
hour as a typist for a construction com- 
pany. But after taking a four-week volun- 
teer hospital training course, she plans to 
be a hospital technician — not a secretary. 

And don’t frown on baby sitting; it is 
a job, especially if you like babies. Diane 
Crothers does, and plans to study nursing 
at Babies’ Hospital. 

But what if you don’t have any particu- 


lar skill? You may still find a summer job 
— if you take the time to track one down. 

Here's how to start: 

If your school has a counseling office, 
by all means go there for help. Churches, 
lodges, social agencies, local employment 
services, civil service commissions and 
even unions are possibilities. But coun- 
selors say your best bet is to canvass fam- 
ily, relatives, friends in the neighborhood. 

Steve Schwartz, 16, agrees. He landed 
a job with his uncle, who deals with pre- 
fabricated houses. He began at 70 cents 
an hour, now gets $1.25. He duplicates 
blue prints, changes tracings to meet build- 
ing codes, does mimeographing. 

“There's nothing wrong with using 
friendship to land a job,” says Dr. Carrie 
Losi, Director of Guidance in Newark, 
“providing, of course, you have the skills 
and qualifications necessary.” 

If a relative needs a part-time helper in 
his store, if a neighbor needs a baby sitter, 
there’s no reason why you shouldn’t apply. 
Making good, of course, is up to you. 

A good impression is important. When 
you apply for a job, dress appropriately, 

For girls, a skirt with a fresh blouse 
looks businesslike for an interview. Natu- 
rally, if the job you get involves taking 


care of children at the beach or tennis 
club, dress accordingly. 

Boys say: shirt, tie, jacket and slacks 
——no jeans for the interview, even if the 
job may require them. 

Be respectful, but confident — even 
though you’re quaking in your boots. One 
girl I know went into a toy shop where 
she was dying to work and hesitantly 
mumbled, “You don’t need a girl to help, 
do you?” The man said, “No.” 


Her Own Fault 


Later the girl came to me. “Mr. 
has lots of customers and his assistant is 
on vacation. I know all about toys from 
my younger brothers and sisters. Why 
didn’t he hire me?” He might have — if 
she’d given him the same argument she 
gave me. 

Most applicants say it’s a good idea to 
answer each question fully at an interview. 
But know when to stop. Don’t go on ner- 
vously chatting about things which have 
nothing to do with the job. 

Don’t emphasize money. The employed 
students I talked to all said they waited 
for the prospective employer to suggest 
wages. But the person interviewing you 
may ask you what you expect to get. So be

informed about minimum wage laws as 
well as what your friends arg getting for 
similar work in your locality. 

Miss Lila Rosenblum, Director of Re- 
search for the National Child Labor Com- 
mittee, makes these points: 

Know your state labor laws. They apply 
to much employment not covered by Fed- 
eral law—minimum ages, specified hours 
and conditions of work. If your state re- 
quires working papers, get them as soon 
as you need them. Find out about them at 
school or from the nearest office of your 
state department of labor. 

Some jobs (in some states), don’t re- 
quire working papers and many of them 
are outdoor jobs which are more fun, and 
probably even healthier in the summer- 
time. Among these are many farm jobs. 
Or maybe you can get work as a —_. 
car hop, lifeguard. 

Before getting jobs on construction 
gangs, or highways, or railroads, look into 
the labor laws carefully. And be sure to 
consult your parents about income tax. 


How the Laws Apply 


Keep the working hours agreed upon. 
This is particularly important if the job 
requires working papers. If you don’t abide 
by the law as to the numbers of hours put 
in, your employer may be fined. 

Don't “try out” .equipment. In other 
words, don’t invite an accident —- or dis- 
missal — by experimenting with expen- 
sive and complicated machinery. 

Above all, Dr. Losi says: “Don’t let the 
lure of money keep you from returning to 
school to graduate.” Statistics prove that 
the high-school graduate catches up and 
passes the “drop-out” in earning capacity 
within the first year or two. 


The experiences of other students may 
help you decide what kind of job to look 
for. See if any of these appeal to you: 

Charles Hall, 14, department-store 
stock boy (75¢ an hour): Offered the job 
when he wanted a pair of expensive gloves 
he couldn't afford, Charles enjoys keep- 
ing shelves neat and the store looking nice. 

Jean Payne, 14, helps delicatessen 
owner ($1 an hour ),: She has learned how 
to slice meat and cheese, waits on cus- 
tomers, runs cash register. 


Selling and Helping 


Joanne Donahue, 15, sales trainee ( 85¢ 
an hour): Joanne works two afternoons 
a week selling at a candy store. 

Vincent Pupera, 14, works for a friend 
who deals in tape recorders ($1 an hour), 
gets to “tinker with tape and test ma- 
chines, sometimes.” 

Rose Rufolo, 16, Aisevtana this sales 
girl (85¢ an hour), was hired at Christ-

Tomorrow's vacation spot: 


@ new national park in the 


firgin Islands — 


Pitching sharply out of the warm blue Carib- 
bean Sea, southeast of the U.S. mainland, is 
a cluster of tiny volcanic dots called the U.S. 
- Virgin Islands. On the third largest of these 
blobs, 9-by-S-mile St. John, the National 
Park Service recently opened its newest na- 
tional park. 

Only a handful of pioneers — among 
them Lou and Pat Ferry of Briarcliff, N.Y., 
who are pictured on these pages — have 
reached Virgin Islands National Park so far. 
But what they have found is expected to draw 
100,000 visitors a year by 1966. 

St. John boasts nearly 100 tiny arcs of un- 
cluttered white beach, clear and gentle seas 
ideal for skin-diving, year-round tempera- 
tures in the 70s and 80s, striking tropical 
plants and birds, fine fishing and sailboating. 
Ranks of palms and sea-grape trees guard its 
beaches, marching close to the sea and wet- 
ting their feet in the warm surf. Steep moun- 
tains rise abruptly from the water, their sides 
crisscrossed by trails meant only for donkeys, 
jeeps and the hardiest hikers. The whole 
island smacks still of the Danish and Dutch 
sugar planters of 100 years ago. It’s all very 


romantic; last month for instance, the Islands’ - 


charm moved TV’s Charles Van Doren to get 
married there, ahead of schedule. 


Hiking and History 


Occasionally, hoofing along the rugged 
trails, Lou and Pat stumbled across the ruins 
of an old plantation estate, overgrown now 
only by lizards and mongooses. St. John’s 
history is checkered with missionaries and 
pirates, Indian wars and slave uprisings. Near 
a_remote waterfall in mid-island, the Ferrys 
inspected ancient Indian inscriptions. 

The same hike took Lou and Pat to Reef 
Bay, where a crumbling sugar mill marks one 
of the island’s best beaches. Like most of the 
St. John beaches, it is small (less than half a 
mile long) and deserted. Hard-packed sand 


is streaked with jagged and bizarre coral for- 
mations. With their inevitable snorkel masks 
(see front cover), plus a picnic lunch, the 
Ferrys spent much of a day there. 

With the vigor of youth, the Ferrys — 
he’s 25, she’s 20 —— tackled one new sport 
after another. Snorkeling was their favorite. 
“We're spending as much time under water 
as on land,” Pat commented. 

On the water, the Ferrys took a spin in a 
Tortola sloop, an oddly rigged native craft. 


They tried motorboating — and handled a “ 


sailboat for the first time. This left Lou en- 
thusiastic, but not Pat: ducking each time 
the boom swung over frightened her. 

On land, they traveled by jeep ($2 an 
hour, with special day rates) or on foot. They 
hiked to Cruz Bay, main settlement on the 
island. They jeeped to Coral Bay, on the 
eastern tip.

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One day, Lou and Pat boarded a 
Government boat which shuttles be- 
tween Cruz Bay and St. Thomas 
($1.25 round trip), largest of the U.S. 
Virgins, for a day of shopping. Char- 
lotte Amalie, the Islands’ capital, is a 
free port, meaning there’s no duty on 
imported goods. Result: bargain prices, 
particularly on perfumes, sweaters, to- 
bacco, silver, jewelry and liquor. 

The Ferrys were loaded down with 
merchandise when they returned to 
their room at Caneel Bay Plantation on 
St. John. Caneel Bay, largest and new- 
est of the island's resorts, was built and 
operated by Laurance S. Rockefeller; 
it was Rockefeller who bought the park 
lands, donated them to the Govern- 
ment. and has been the park’s moving 
spirit. 

The resort consists of a colony of 
cottages sprinkled along a curving 
beach and is modern in every respect. 
Still, like the park, some of its attrac- 
tions lie in the future. By next year, 
Caneel hopes to offer saddle horses to 
negotiate the steep mountain trails, a 
tennis court and a bathhouse for vis- 
itors who drop in for the day. 


A Long-range Program 


The Park Service program is more 
long-range. Work will begin on its first 
campground, at Hawknest Bay near 
Caneel Bay, this summer. A program 
to improve and mark the trails and 
roads is planned, and a nature pro- 
gram and exhibit is underway. Within 
a few years the Park Service expects 
tourist boats to be operating around 
the island, saddle horses and camping 
equipment to be offered for rent. A vis- 
itor center may be built at Cruz Bay. 
And more accommodations are ex- 
pected to spring up at Cruz Bay and 
Coral Bay. (To encourage developers,

one-third of the island is outside the 
park boundaries. ) 

If you'd like to visit the park this 
summer, however, scarcity of sleeping 
space is something you should keep in 
mind. Caneel Bay has room for 100 
persons; three other guest houses com- 
bined handle only 60 persons. Reser- 
vations are an absolute must. 


Where to Write 


You can write CaneelBay Planta- 
tion, Room 1705, 30 Rockefeller 
Plaza, New York 20, N.Y., for Caneel 
Bay information. The Tourist Office, 
Dept. of Trade, St. Thomas, Virgin 
Islands, can give you information on 
the others. (The office also can provide 
information on one-day trips to the 
park from St. Thomas.) Information 
on the park itself is available by writ- 
ing Superintendent, Caribbean Area, 
National Park Service, San Juan, 
Puerto Rico. 

How much will a trip to the new 
park cost? Lou and Pat Ferry paid 
$14.50 a day, each, Caneel Bay’s mini- 
mum summer rate, for their double 
room and three meals. But the big item 
is transportation. The route to St. John 
leads through San Juan, Puerto Rico 
— a 54-hour, 1,600-mile flight from 
New York or four hours and 1,000 
miles from Miami, via Eastern or Pan 
American Airways. From there, it’s a 
half-hour. hop by plane to St. Thomas 
(via Caribair, Pan Am or British West 
Indian Airways) and then 20 minutes 
by boat. 

A flight from New York, for in- 
stance, costs $90 one-way first class, 
$64 air coach or $54 via a new third- 
class service. The San Juan-St. Thomas 
flight is an additiorial $10. Is it worth 
it? Says Pat Ferry: “It’s the nicest place 
we've ever been.” e

He’s only 32, young even for a ball 
player, but this season Al Rosen retired 
from the Cleveland Indians. His aching 
legs, he said, “just won’t let me do the 
job.” 

Not so long ago, a player of 32 was 
in his prime. In 1942, for example, 
there were 76 players over 32 in the 
major leagues. . 

How many are there now — only 15 
years later? Exactly 35, fewer than 
half as many. 

Ball players obviously are wearing 
out sooner than they used to. I put the 
blame squarely on crazy-quilt sched- 
ules in which we play day games only 
hours after we finish night games. 

Look what's happened as the big 
leagues have piled on more and more 
night games. In 1940, when 77 night 
games were scheduled, 61 men had 
been in the-majors 10 or more years. 

‘This year, with 498 night games on 
tap, there are only 40 10-year men. 


The Cost: $100,000 


From what I’ve seen, night baseBall 
cuts a player’s career by three or four 


years. For many of us, that means a - 


loss in pay of around $100,000. 

If you faced losing that much money, 
wouldn't you like to see something 
done about it? 

Let me make one thing clear: I’m 
not against night baseball. The fans 


like it——there are more crowds at 
night games — and what’s good for 
them is good for us, since bigger crowds 
mean bigger salaries. 

In itself, playing at night isn’t harm- 
ful, provided you're properly rested. 
What kills a player is. having to play 
night games, then trying to grab 
enough sleep to be ready for a day game 
a short 12 hours later. 

I'll show you what I mean. On the 
day a night game is scheduled, a player 
gets up around 10:30. You have break- 
fast, then fiddle around till about 3, 
when you try screwing up an appetite 
for a big meal. By 5 or so you're at the 
ball park. You practice hard for two 
hours, then play a game in which 
you've got to give every last ounce of 
yourself. 

You're dripping wet and bone-tired 
when it’s over. You sit in the locker 
room, panting, till some of your 
strength comes back. Then-ypu shower 
and head home. By the time you've 
gulped down a sandwich and rolled 
into bed, it’s at least 2 in the morning. 

At 8 or so the next morning you yank 
yourself out of bed, hustle to get to the 
park by 11. There, to keep your job, 
you've got to dig just as hard as the 
best-rested guy on the bench. 

When you're tired and half-hungry, 
that’s not an easy thing to do.

House in St. Charles County Belonged to Son of Famous Frontiersman

MONG historic landmarks of 

pecceful Femme Osage Valley 

in southwest St. Charles County 
is the home in which Daniel Boone 
lived out the end of his long and no- 
madic life. His son Nathan built the 
house after the War of 1812. Daniel 
Boone, who owned a nearby farm, was 
a@ frequent visitor at Nathan's resi- 
dence before becoming a member of 
the household. In 1820, at the age - 
80, the famous Indian fighter and trai 
blazer died there. 

Some 50 yards from the house 
rises a majestic elm tree under which, 
legend has it, Boone sat in good 
weather as both judge and jury in dis- 
putes involving white men, Indians, 
and sometimes both. If Boone ever 
did hold outdoor court at this spot it 
was between 1800 and 1804, the period 
in which he was syndic (magistrate) 

the Femme Osage district in the 

panish -held Missouri Territory. 

In the voluminous Boone data 
there is no reference to the present elm 
tree, or to a Judgment Tree, the name 
by which this elm became known. A 
seedling of the tree was planted 35 

ears ago at Shaw's Garden in St. 
uis, and today the offspring bears 
striking resemblance to the parent. 

Nathan Boone occupied the house 
until 1837, after which it passed 
through a long succession of owners. 
In 1925 it was purchased by Francis 
Marion Curlee, St. Louis business man 
whose mother, M Boone, was a 
daughter of Daniel e's nephew, 
Francis Marion Boone. Curlee re- 
stored the house, elegantly furnished 
it, and made it his home until he be- 
came ill several years ago. Since the 
S09-acre estate was put up for sale, 
there has been interest in converting 
the sth into a Boone shrine.

Many give credit to the 
new drugs-—-mainly reserpine. and derivatives 
of chlorpromazine. Some t to| reserve 
judgment. Others minimize the value of the 
tranquilizers and insist that the long-term effect 
on patients will continue to depend upon psy- 
chotherapy. 

Despite this division in thinking among 
the professionals, it is obvious that a revolu- 
tion is in progress in the treatment of mental 
illness. Straitjackets and other restraints have 
been virtually abolished. Use of wet sheet 
packs and tub baths—common devices until 
recent years to control agitated persons—has 
diminished considerably.
